The hoard of Aldermen met Monday night, 
ever)' member being present. Ill' Honor. Mayor 
Kimball presided. There were a number of spec- 
tators present, among them the officers of the New- 
ton Electric and Street Railway companies, and it 
seemed to be expected that something important 
would come before the board before the evening 
was over. The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved, after which the usual routine 
busine-.s was transacted. 

Mr. Henry Ross, Superintendent of the Newton 
Cemeteries, submitted his report, which showed 
that $200 had been expended ia the care or the 
cemeteries, repairing walls resetting tombstones, 
etc., and an appropriation of $400 for the coming 
year would he needed; $200 for the salary of 
Superintendent, and $200 for work that was needed 
in repairing tombs, etc. Therfc have been six in- 
terments during the year in the Centro street 
cemetery, 7 in the Newton Cemetery lot, and one 
in the Winchester street cemetery. The ceme- 
teries arc reported to he in satisfactory condition. 

Licenses were granted to C. P. Harkins, to 
move building across Washington street; to John 
Beal, to erect a stable 20 by 30 on Washington 
street. Ward 2; to Nonantnni Worsted Company 
to erect barn 60 by 70, on Bridge street, Ward 2 ; 
to C. A. Kingsbury, to erect two green houses on 
Hammond street; to the Newton Electric Light 
and Power Company, to put 120 horse power en- 
gine and boiler into their engine house on Crafts 
street ; to J. E. Billings, to put a six horse power 
boiler and engine into his cider mill on the Ranncy 
estate, Winchester street. H. H. Hunt gave notice 
of his intention to erect a house on Webster street, 
Ward 3, 24 1-2 by 36 1-2 feet; B. M. KattcIIe, to 
erect a house 36 by 48 feet, on Putnam street, 
Want 3; and Jnme9 Ford* two houses on Lexing- 
ton street, Auburndale, each 25 by 40 feet. The 
notices were filed, a9 the board has given up the 
useless formality of granting licenses for dwel- 
ling houses, where they have no option in the mat- 
ter. 

Hearings were held on the petitions of Mr. Bil- 
lings for n six horse power engine aud boiler, and 
of the Electric Light company, for a 120 horse 
power engine, but no ono appeured and tho hear- 
ings were closed. 

Alderman Dearborn presonted petitions of L. E. 
Lcland, ami 150 other residents of Ward 4 ; of 
Chas. F. Hollis and 70 other citizens of Ward 5, in 
aid of the petition of the Newton Street Railway 
Company. 

An amended petition of the Newton Street Rail- 
way Company wras presented, asking for a right of 
way on Washington street, from Woodland Station 
to Newton Lower Falls, to the Wellesley line. 

Alderman Dearborn also presented a petition 
from 164 residents of Ward l,in aid of the petition 
for a street railway company. 

Alderman Pettcc, from the committee on the 
Fire Department, presented a report, recommend- 
ing that the placing of any electric light wires on 
fire alarm telegraph poles, should be strictly pro- 
hibited by ordinance. The report was referred 
to the committee on ordinances. Alderman Pet- < 
tee said that the electric wires were so heavily 
charged with electricity, that if any of the fire 
department workmen should come in contact 
with them in repuring the alarm wires, the shock 
would he fatal. If the electric wires should touch 
the fire alarm wires, the latter would become 
charged, and not only ruin the the fire department 
apparatus, but would be apt to cause destructive 
fires. Chief Bixby of the lire department had in- 
vestigated the matter, and would make a further 
report. 

Mr. Bixby stated that he had made inquiries, 
and had gained information from other sources, 
one being the address of Prof. Barrett, the chief 
engineer of Chicago, at the recent convention in 
Providence. There hud been numerous instances 
of tin destruction of fire alarm apparatus, bv the 
wires coming in contact with electric wires. In 
Lowell the repeater, costing $1500, had been pur- 
tially destroyed by such an accident, and others 
of like nature were reported from Providence, lios- 
tou, ami nearly every city where electric wires 
were used. One great danger in Newton would 
be that of fire in the bell towers, the electricity 
would cause the fire alarm wires to melt, and 
dropping upon the woodcu floors, would ignite 
them; fires in such a place would lie verv difficult 
to get at. The electric company should be limited 
to its own poles, and the greatest care taken to pre- 
vent an. possibility of their wires touching the 
alarm wires. This had been done by the fire com- 
missioners of Boston. 

Aldcimun Pcttee read au order for the payment 
of election officers, which was passed. 

An order was presented, authorizing the Water 
Board to buy 75 tons of 6 inch pipe, at an expense 
not to exceed $3,000, and to charge the same to the 
Water Const ruction account. The pipe was needed, 
Alderman Pcttce explained, for immediate use, 
iu order to supply orders already passed, uml 
others to he passed for the extension of the water 
service, aud the money was on hand for its pay- 
ment. Another order was passed, authorizing the 
bourd to contract for 600 tons of water pipe, to he 
delivered iu the spring of 18H7. The pipe would 
be needed next year, although we may have to go 
to the legislature to get permission to complete the 
purchase. Thu water hbard think it better to do 
ibis, because if it is known that they have such 
a large contract to place, they can secure much 
better h > ms for the 75 tons that are needed now. 

The warrant for the city election was read und 
ordered published. 

Alderman Nickerson presented an order stating 
that the towu of Needham had contributed its 
share <»f * 00 towards the rebuilding of Kcurick’s 
bridge. um| recommending that it be added to the 
flood account, aud applied to the payment of the 
bridge coi/.ruct, which was done. 

The Highway Committee reported on the peti- 
tion for the 1 -yrng out ami acceptance of Wiswall 
street. j«v. mending that it be granted, us there 
were s . j damages asked, and none awarded. An 
order va- | n-sed, appointing Monday, December, 
flih. at 8 p. m-, as tlie date for a hearing on the 
Caving nut and grading of the street, from Cross 
to Far*' mi street, and Dec., 13th, at H p. m., for a 
hem ii g before die Common Council. 

At the hearing on the laying out amt acceptance 
of Morse street, from Walnut to Hull, no one ap- 
peared, and die hearing wus closed, and an order 
was pu-sed for its laying out, grading und accept- 
ance. . ... , . 

No one appeured at the Emerson street hearing, 
-ami an order was passed for its lay mg out and ac- 
ceptance as u public street, from l'curl to Boyd 
street. .... 

The Highway Committee reported on the petition 
of the Lower Fulls citizens, asking the city to pay 
for the balance of the contract for repairing the 
foot bridge, $*>l, and the petitioners were granted 
leave to withdraw. H was understood at the time 
the appropriation was voted, that the Lower Falls 
people would make up tho balance b) contributions. 

A number of hills for small umounts Mere re- 
ported and approved. 

Ahh nuaii Mason presented the report of the 
committee ou printing, and recommending that the 
committee he authorized to coutraet for the print- 
ing of 1,000 pumphlcts of the uuditors unnual re- 
port, 700 of i ity Engineer’s, 200 of the City Mur- 
*1, til's, 550 of tlie tire department, 300 of tho New- 
ton Free Library, 500 of the Overseers of the 
Boor uml Health Officer, und 1300 of the Witter 
Bourd. Jt was explained that more water hoard 
rciHJl'ts were needed, it* 300 hud to he sent to 
other water boaids. It wus aim recommended 
that the school connuitee have their reports, iu 
eluded ill the contract. Tlie reeouiuymdutious 
were adopted. 

Alderman Powers from the committee on -street 
lamps, ic|Mjrled iu luvor ol* granting tlie petitions 
for three oil lamps <m blation street, two ou Mur- 
ray street, one gas lamp oil Washington, one oil 
lamp on llyde avenue, one gas lamp on Nonuutlim 
street, one on Nurivnod avenue, one ou Eliot 


street, one on corner of Green and Pearl street, 
one on Chapel and Middle, and one on Pearl 
street, and the committee were ordered to erect 
these. Two street lamps were asked for on Kings- 
bury street. 

Tit It STRKltT RAILWAY. 

Alderman Dearborn created a sensation by 
moving that the committee on licenses be dis- 
charged from further consideration of the Newton 
Street railway petition, without being required to 
make a report. In order to bring the matter up, and 
get sonic expression from the fttll hoard. 

Mayor Kimball said that he thought the City 
Solicitor should be present, if anything was done 
in the matter, and he had sent to him, requesting 
ins presence at tlie meeting, but unfortunately he 
was out of town. 

Alderman Niekerson presented a petition in 
favor of the eotnpatiy, signed by J. T. Allen and 
182 other residents ol Ward 3, 

The railway matter was temporarily deferred, ns 
the petition of the Electric Light Company came 
up, and it was stated that tlie company had plans 
to submit, showing the location of every pole. A 
recess was taken to give the members an opportu- 
nity to inspect the plans. 

After the recess, Alderman Dearborn stated tliut 
the Electric company were not prepared with the 
written statement of the location and size of poles, 
required bv their petition, and tlie plans were re- 
ferred to the City Engineer, Superintendent of the 
Fire Department, and the Superintendent of 
streets, with instruction to report at tho next regu- 
lar meeting of the hoard, Nov. loth. 

The street railway matter then enme up again, 
Alderman Dearborn moving that the petition be 
brought before the board for consideration. At 
the request of Aldermen Grnut and Fiske, the 
original petition and the two amended petitions 
were read. It was fouud that the amended peti- 
tion did not oinit Auburn street, and President 
Parker said that this was a mistukc,a9 the company 
were willing to omit it, and a statement to that 
effect was inserted. 

Alderman Dearborn said lie thought it was due 
to the company that they should know somethinj; 
of what the board would do in regard to the peti- 
tion, and he therefore would move thut the petition 
as amended lie granted, subject tosuch ordinances, 
rules and regulations, as the board might make, or 
cause to he made in the future, lie thought the 
form of the motion was of sufficient legality to 
enable the aldermen to give an opinion. 

•Alderman Miisonnskcd if the rights of the city 
would be fully protected by such an order. 

Alderman Dearborn replied that he thought they 
would, but in the absence of the City Solicitor he 
would not venture to give a decided opinion. It 
would certainly give nn opportunity for tho board 
- to put itself on record, the company had gone to 
a good deal of expense, and were entitled to some, 
consideration. 

Alderman Mason presented a letter from C. S. 
Davis of Newton Centre, strongly advocating the 
grouting of the petition, and enclosing a communi- 
cation from A. D. S. Bell, stating that while for 
selfish reasons lie might prefer to have tlie streets 
free from railroad trucks, yet for the sake of High 
School pupils, servants and poor people generally, 
who desired a cheap means of transit to and from 
school and church, lie favored granting the peti- 
tion, and thought, that five years after the road be- 
gan running no one would be willing to do with- 
out it. Mr. Flnvis’s letter was signed by eighteen 
others, some of whom had ^igued other petitions 
against the road. 

Alderman Pettee failed to see the need of passing 
the order at once; the company did not intend to 
go to work this month, or next month either, and 
there was no pressing necessity for haste. It would 
be better to discuss tlie ordinances necessary first, 
-and lind out more about the plans of the company. 

Alderman Nickerson touched upon u tender sub- 
ject by asking if the petition asked for a horse rail- 
road or an electric railroad. 

Mayor Kimball replied that nothing was said 
about the motive power. 

Alderman Powers asked if tlie company had set- 
tled upon their motive power, and it tlie company 
would bo willing to have the condition added that 
it must be electricity. 

President Parker,* for the company, replied that 
the company had only considered the subject- of nn 
electric motor, and that was what they had in mind, 
but nevertheless their charter from tho State gave 
them tlie right to use either. 

Alderman Dearborn said he was not inclined to 
amend the order. Bo did not think that tlie elec- 
tric inventions had reached such a state that cars 
could be operated at all seasons by electricity, and 
if tho company was granted any right, they should 
be given the right to operate their road. The hoard 
ought not to limit them to electricity as a motive 
power. 

Alderman Pettee said that as far as he could dis- 
cover from conversations with electricians, it would 
bejuipossible to move the enrs by electricity during 
the muter months; and if the company were only 
granted the right to use electricity, the cars would 
have to stop running when they were most needed. 
He thought tlie board should know more about the 
company's plans before they passed such an outer; 
how many and what kind ol posts they intended to 
put up, what kind of a track they would lay, etc. 
So far they had given no plain explanation of their 
intentions. 

Alderman Mason said that he should vote against 
such un order’s being passed at once. He was op- 
posed to a large part of the location, and tiie gen- 
eral sentiment was against the location from New- 
ton ville to Newton Centre, ami it hud not yet been 
shown that the road was u public necessity. It 
would lie better llrst-to grant them a small location, 
«ay on Washington street, where they could exhibit 
a working model of their road. Beacon street, for 
instance, was not a proper street for a street rail- 
way, ns there would not he room on either side for 
the passage of carriages. In winter the street 
would he impassable, it the company shovelled off 
the snow from their track to either side. Home or- 
dinances should he parsed hetorc any location was 
granted. The right to use electricity was wlmt tlie 
counsel for tlie company asked f«r. and what the 
hoard should grunt if it granted anything. 

Alderman Grant said Hint the City Solicitor had 
been looking over the ordinances in other cities, hut 
there was such a mass of ilicin thut it would take 
time to compile anything satisfactory. As soon as 
lie did, he would report- it to tlie bourd. 

Alderman Powers said that tin* hoard should take 
some action this year, and not put tlie company to 
tlie expense of public hearings next year, und of 
having to go all over tlie ground again, and asked 
if the City Solicitor would nut he uhle to report at 
the next regular meeting. 

Alderman Grant thought he could, and Alderman 
Powers moved that the order he laid on the table. 

Alderman Nickerson had previously moved that 
tlie emupuny he granted tlie right to operate their 
road only by electricity. 

Alderman Dearborn protested against tlie motion 
of Alderman Nickerson, and favored having the 
whole matter go over to the next meeting, aud a 
motion to that effect prevailed. 

The hoard then adjourned. 

At the meeting ot the Board Tuesday evening, 
tlie election returns were lead, und a In-aring wms 
had or. the laying out of Allston street, for 2C0 feet 
northerly from Mt. Vernon street, Mr. Horatio 
Carter appeared und said that hitherto lie Imd main- 
tained tlie way at liis own expense, and lie thought 
as he paid taxes to tlie city for tlie maintenance of 
the street, it was about time lie were relieved. Thu 
hearing wus then closed, and the I loard passed an 
order lor the laying out, grading and acceptance of 
tlie street. 

Alter sending for ft number of election officers 
who had failed to properly make out aud sigu the 
returns, the hoard adjourned.

The hccoiuI meeting of tho Guild was 
hold at tho houno of Mr«. Win. Glftflln, on 
Tuesday ovening of last week. The first 
of a courso of lectures on “Tho Poetry of 
Science” was given by Mr. Goo. Makepeace 
Towle. The lecturer began by saying that 
tho subject announced did not quite cor- 
rectly represent bis lectures, which were to 
treat of inventions. Not that he intended 
to doscribo complicated machinery. Ho 
meano to speak of tho personality of the 
great inventors, rather than of the results 
of their labors. Quoting Carlyle’s scathing 
description of man’s contemptible stature 
and attitude among animals, tho lecturer 
wont on to show how immeasurably man is 
liftod above all other animals by bis tool- 
producing faculty. lie carriod his listen- 
ers back in imagination to tho infancy of 
savage racoB, and showed us how cnrly the 
faculty of invention must have been brought 
into play, and how continuously. Earliest 
of all invontors whoso inventions have 
como clearly down to us, stands Archi- 
medes, to whom tho Syracusans have re- 
cently erected a tardy statue, more than 
2,000 years after his death. Many instances 
wore given of the fact that most of the in- 
ventions of the present day were antici- 
pated in ancient times— some of the most 
striking being tho recommendation of ether 
to produce insensibility to pain by Albertus 
Magnus; the experiments iu photography 
of tho many-sided Leonardo da Vinci, and 
the startling predictions of some of the 
greatest inventions of modern times by 
liogor Bacon. The first conception of 
many inventions is unknown. No ono 
knows who first devised tho watch. It is 
continually happening that tho same in- 
vention is produced simultaneously by dif- 
ferent persons, living far apart, and work- 
ing quite without knowledge of each other. 
There wero five claimants for the invention 
of tho Btoamboat. It was noted how often 
accidents have led the way to inventions of 
tho utmost importance, but that these acci- 
dents never happened to common men— al- 
ways to those whoso minds were profound- 
ly at work. This was illustrated by the 
invention of the .Galvanic battery, by Gal- 
vani; of the Argand lamp, by Argand; of 
the balloon by the Mongollier brothers; of 
the stocking tramo by Wm. Leo; and of the 
telescope by the Dutch spectacle-maker of 
Mid die burgh. 

The lecture was spirited and instructive, 
and was listened to with marked attention. 
It is to bo regretted that the audience was 
not larger, though tho small atondanco was 
owing, without doubt, to the unpleasant- 
ness of tho weather.

If any one can toll where a wheelman or 
other wayfarer can get a drink of water in 
the City of Newton, without asking for it, 
he will confer a favor, besides checking the 
sale of unhealthy and demoralizing substi- 
tutes. There is nothing like pure, cold 
water to a healthy appetite, but if there is 
none to bo had, (except from horse- 
troughs) one is obliged to take tho next 
thing. Is it not a shame, in these pro- 
hibition times, that there is no free drink- 
ing placo between Malden and Dedham, 
and between Boston apd Framingham? 
The towns that lie between are on tho map; 
wheelmen fiy through them without stop- 
ping to trace boundary lines; all they know 
is, that they are wretchedly thirsty, and 
the old wooden pumps are gone. 

Out of tho thousands of dollars spent, 
every year on temperance words , let us 
have a few hundred, here and there, on 
temperance deeds. 

“He shall drink of the brook by the 
way,” says the scripture, “and therefore 
shall ho lift up the head.” 

Wo have no objection to brook water, 
but brooks are very scarce, and can’t bo 
made to ordor. Hydrants are shut off from 
October to May. Hundreds of teamsters 
pass through Newton daily, and drink beer 
in preference to any hydrant water, but 
they would take cold water in most cases 
if they could got it, and let tho beer and 
soda water alone. 

Perchance, this may moot tho eye of 
some liberal-minded citizen who has a 
small balance, or could make one, to the 
credit of his “charity account,” waiting 
for a worthy public object to appear. To 
such a one, we commend this subject of 
the “cup of cold water.” in all its physical, 
moral, social and political aspects, leaving 
him to set tho example of doinu something 
practical in the cause of temperance. 

Out in tho public square, or elsewhere, 
lot him got leavo to sink or drive a well till 
lie gets a Row of pure, cold water.

B. E. Martin is the author of a delightful 
paper on “Old Chelsea,” which will be 
finished in the December number, and Mr. 
Charles Waldsteiu contributes a carefully 
prepared paper on classical art, under 
the title of “The Temple of the Ephesian 
Artemis and the Ancient Silver Patera from 
Bornay.” The military papers still occupy 
a large amount of space and do not lose 
their interest.

THE STATE ELECTION. 

The result of the election in this state 
ought to he a warning to the Republican 
party, that if they wish to retain control in 
Massachusetts, they must look more care- 
fully to their nominations. Tho policy of 
putting up weak men, and trusting to tho 
prestige of the party to pull them through, 
is a dangerous one, and another time the 
majority may be whittled down to less 
than nothing. Only a little over 0,000 Re- 
publican majority in Massachusetts is start- 
ling ovideuce of the need of a change in 
the policy of the party. It is all very well 
to talk about tho brilliancy of tho past 
record of the party, but the voters are in- 
terested in tho questions of to-day, and 
judge a party by the character of the men 
it nominates. The day has about gone by 
when a Republican nomination is equiva- 
lent to an election. We do not think a Re- 
publican politician can he found, who will 
say that if such a mail as lion. W. W. 
Crapo had been nominated for governor, 
his majority would have been only q,coo. 
The campaign orators would then have 
been able to make more than a passing ref- 
erence to the candidate, and the Republi- 
can papers would not have kept such an al- 
most unanimous silence in regard to tho 
head of the ticket. The little ring of poli- 
ticians who appear to have taken tho con- 
tract for running the Republican party, 
have evidently taken upon their hands a 
bigger job than they can manage. They 
seem to act upon the principlo“after us the 
deluge,” and grab what preferment they 
can while scuttling the ship. There was a 
great cry in tho early days of the campaign, 
about making way for the young men of 
the party, and retiring the old leaders, hut 
if the old and experienced leaders are not 
palled back to the management, there wiii 
toon be no party left worth managing. 

V OlVliKENM.il A !\ BL'IIYETT. 

Newton gave Congressman Ely a much 
larger vote than two years ago, which is an 
endorsement from which Mr. Ely ought to 
derive some satisfaction in Ills defeat, JIau 
other suctions of the distilct done as well, 
Mr. ihiructt would not In* *e ’icon elected. 
Tho margin was a very narrow one, how- 
ever, and this is not yet a solid Democratic 
district. Tho people will watch Mr. Bur- 
nett closely, and if ho is not an improve- 
ment upon his predecessor, he will be re- 
tired at the end of his term. It is no secret 
that Mr. Ely’s roiieininatioit was not con- 
sidered advisable by the majority of New- 
ton people, us the weakness of his record 
was acknowledged, but he was supported 
because !: * soomoH to be a stronger man 
Mian his opponent- The result shows tli.it 
ib'publicans should put forward their very 
strongest molt in this district, if they want 


to win. for tho Democrats stand ready to 
take advantage of every mistake. 

Wo hope that Mr. Burnett wifi prove a 
hotter Congressman than his spocch at tho 
City Hall would indicate, and that ho will 
display all tho independence and conscien- 
tiousness which have been credited to him 
by his admirers. Ho has his future before 
him, and his action during his coming term 
in Congress will make or mar it. It is an 
opportunity which cotnos hut once in a life- 
time, and his political fortune depends up- 
on himself. Tho devotion of personal 
friends can elect a man, but his fate after 
that depends upon tho man himself. If 
Mr. Burnett proves equal to the occasion, 
he will find the voters of this district ready 
and willing to givo him credit for whatever 
is worthy and honorable in his public ca- 
reer. They will not he satisfied, however, 
with a representative who is a mero nonen- 
tity in Congress. 


OUR It Kl* RENE AT ATI V EM. 

Newton can well congratulate itself 
upon its representatives this year, as 
Messrs. Wood and Walworth will make a 
strong team, and will sec that tho interests 
of Newton are protected. Mr. Wood, from 
liis experience in legislative matters, will ho 
especially valuable, and will bo able to 
take a leading position from tho start. 
His personal popularity is shown by his 
vote iu liis own ward, where both parties 
seem to have joined in supporting him, 
while his large vote in tho other wards 
shows that liis^sorvices in tho past aro ap- 
preciated. 

Mr. Walworth, although a new man, is 
so well known in business and social cir- 
cles, that he will have an extonsivo ac- 
quaintance among the members, and ho 
lias many qualities which especially fit him 
for the duties lie will have to per- 
form. His 'own ward gave him a lioarty 
endorsement, and to the older residents it 
is a mattor of pride that Newton has 
chosen .a representative of two prominent 
families, which have for so many years 
been identified with tho city. 

THE STREET RAILWAY. 

The objection to granting a location for 
the tracks of the Xewtou Street Railroad, 
on condition of the use of oloctricity 
only as a Newton powoi*. appears to be a 
valid one. Electric railways sometimes 
meet with accidents, and think what the 
result would he with a car left halfway be- 
tween Newtonville and Newton Centre. 
It could not be propelled by horse power 
or even by man power, and the car would 
have to stay where it stopped until the 
electricity was started up again, which 
might he in a few hours or weeks, as the 
case might he. - Alderman Mason luis pre- 
sented the most sensible suggestion yet 
made to the hoard of Alderman, and that is, 
to grant the company the right to lay a sec- 
tion of track, where they could present a 
working model of their road. Then it 
could he seen just how much of an obstruc- 
tion the road would he. At present the 
ideas in regard to the details connected 
with the road are very hazy, and no one 
outside of the company seems to know 
anything about the matter. Alderman 
Mason reecommended Washington street 
for the model, which is certainly fsir enough 
from the Centre, and Newton Corner people 
would recommend that portion of the 
street from West Newton to Newtonville, 
as, judging from the petitions, every man 
and hoy in that section wants the road. 


The Boston Record professed to ho 
shocked at tho Graphic’s suggestion that 
Sherman Hoar, if elected, would probably 
vote for Senator Dawes, and that the 
friends of tho Senator would gain a vote 
if Mr. Hoar was elected. The Record inti- 
mated that it would be a terrible thing for 
a United States Senator to be elected by 
anything resembling a Democratic vote, 
from which wo infer that Congressman 
Long has changed his views since ho was 
last a candidate. There was certainly a 
plan then to elect him over Senator Hoar 
by the aid of Democratic votes, and it was 
not the fault of Mr. Long’s friends that the 
plan was not carried out. 


Tiie Waltlmm delegates, who threatened 
in the Republican Senatorial convention, 
that if they were not allowed their own 
way, Waltham would give a Democratic 
majority, appear to have done nothing 
after all. They dictated a candidate, and 
then wore unable to carry their own city 
for him. Waltham Republicans had bet- 
ter take a hack seat in conventions here- 
after, us they appear able to do nothing to- 
wards electing a candidate. 

The Saturday Evening Gazette has 
this interesting bit of information? “The 
Newton people say. that there is no doubt 
of the ro-noininatiot. and re-election of 
Mayor Kimball, of that city, lie receives 
very largely the votes of both parties. “It 
follows the announcement with “real estate 
advances iu Newton,” as though tho two 
statements had some definite connection. 

Chairman Powers, of the Congressional 
committee of this district, is certainly en- 
titled to credit for the manner in which he 
managed the campaign in hi * own city. 
Mr. Ely’s majority rosy from about 80 two 
years ago to over '•’*'» th: year. 

Senator-elect Fletcher celebrated 
his election and his golden wedding on 
Wednesday evening at his home iu Bel- 
mont, with the aid of a large and brilliant 
company of friends. 

A man must have been very hard to suit, 
if lie could not extract at leust a grain of 
comfoit from the election returns. There 
was something to please all parties.

The Emergency Lectures. 

The course of emergency lectures which 
have been secured by Mayor Kimball’s 
efforts, for the benefit of the members of 
the police force and fire department, prom- 
ises to l>o of great benefit not only to the 
police but to the city. Dr. R. P. Loriug is 
not only a skillful physician, but an inter- 
esting lecturer, and those who wore pres- 
ent at the first of the course, Monday after- 
noon, in the Council Chamber at the City 
Hall, were impressed with the close atten- 
tion paid him, and the practical way in 
which lie illustrated his directions for giv- 
ing aid to the wounded. Every officer on 
the force was present, together with the 
Mayor, the City Marshal. City Clerk Kings- 
bury, Auditor Otis, Engineer Noyes, Chief j 
Bixhy, and a number of tho fire depart- », 
ment officials. Dr. Loriug was provided ; 
with a model boy, a 'set of charts showing 
the circulation of tho blood, a skeleton, 
and an assortment of bandages, lie began 
by gi ving a brief description of tho human 
body, illustrating his remarks by the skel- 
eton ami charts; an outline of the circula- 
tion, showing points whore it may ho con- 
trolled hy digital pressure; the pulse and 
respiration iu child and adult, and the tri- 
angular. the four-tailed and the roll ban- 
dages. The object of the lecture, he stat- 
ed, was solely to leach people how to keep 
their presence of mind and to render the 
right kind of assistance in cases of acci- 
dent or other emergency until a physician 
arrives. He showed on the model how to 
apply the triangular and four-tailed ban- 
dages in wounds of the head, face, neck 
and chest; and after the lecture, the 
pupils wore required to demonstrate in 
turn bow to apply the bandages; none of 
them were very skillful at first, of course, 
but under the directions of the lecturer, | 
and of Mr. L. E. G. Green, who has already ! 
taken a course of the lectures, remarkable 
progress was made, and by tho close of t lie 
hour, some of the inen could adjust a ban- 
dages with the dexterity of a professional. 
Three more lectures will bo given, and at 
the close of the course there will ho an ex- 
amination— those who pass will be given 
the certificate of tho Massachusetts 
Emergency mid Hygienic Association.

Lasell Notes. 

On Monday morning Mrs. Lincoln gave valua- 
ble instructions to the second class on the boiling 
of potatoes and preparing them in sevcrul ways. 
The class were divided in their answer to the 
question whethci potatoes should Ik* nut iuto boil- 
ing or cold water. Mrs. Liucolu preferred boiling 
water, except in the case of potatoes which are 
very hard in the centre. She also pared the pota- 
toes lor the reason that an acrid juice is in and un- 
der the skin, which is not pulatahlc or healthful. An 
cxccllcut bush was prepared with part of the boiled 
potatoes, using twice us much potato us meat. Po- 
tato soup was made by boiling a stalk of celery in 
a pint of milk uud adding three boiled potatoes and 
a spoonful of chopped ouion with salt uud pepper. 
Tin* whole was rubbed through a coluudcr and 
thickened with a tublcspoonful of tlour iu a table- 
spoonful of melted butter. A nice dish of scallop- 
ed eggs was prepared by chopping hard boiled 
eggs finely, mixing cracker crumbs with melted 
butter uud putting a layer of crumbs, thou u layer 
of egg, then of cream sauce and so on, until tho 
dish was full. When it was browned iu the oven, 
salt and pepper were udded to each layer of egg, 
and u lublcsnoonful of chopped parsley and a cup of 
cold chopped meul or lisli is an improvement. The 
next lecture is ou breaded chops, tomato sauce, fried

Doings of Hoy Burglars. 

Tho fart that a gang of hoy burglars has 
been committing robberies in West New- 
ton, Newtonville and Atibiirndalc. lias 
caused considerable comment, and sug- 
gests that parents need to look more close- 
ly after the doings of th<*ir boys. The bur- 
glaries have continued for more than a 
yenr, and have been confined so far as 
known to West Newton, Newtonville and 
Auburndalc. The police bad been on the 
track of several boys for some time, but 
not until Wednesday were their suspicions 
sufficiently well founded to warrant them 
in making arrests. 

A week ago last Tuesday evening. C. H. j 
Stacy’s store in Robinson block. West New- * 
ton, was robbed of about $20 in money, i 
some knives and other articles. The fol- 
lowing evening, II. P. Dearborn’s provision 
market was entered, and a few dollars 
taken. Last Wednesday night City Mar- 
shal Hammond received information which 
convinced him that a boy named Armitage 
knew something about the latter robberies. 
The marshal took him into custody, and on 
tho way to the station he confessed and 
told the whole story. He said that he and 
a boy named Eddie Nichols entered Mr. 
Stacy’s store by breaking a cellar window 
in the rear of the building. They went 
through the cellar and up into the* store, 
where they found about $20. which they 
divided between them. The boys met with 
sueh good success that they planned the 
next night to try II. P. Dearborn’s store, 
and were assisted by two other boys, Wm. 
Fogwell and Alban Cummings. They vis- 
ited the place about 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, and effected an entrance through a 
rear window. The Fogwell boy had work- 
ed in the storo and knew the lay of the • 
premises. The money drawer was cleaned I 
out and the money divided, each getting i 
about $1.30. Young Armitage told where 
he had secreted some of the money in his i 
father’s shed, and the police went there 
and found a few dollars. The Nichols boy 
was found by the city marshal in bed, and 
taken to the station. He told substantially 
the same story as the other boy, and point- 
ed out the place in his room where lie had 
secreted about $0 of liis share of the plun- 
der. The other two boys implicated in the 
robbery of Dearborn’s store were also ar- 
rested late Wednesday night, and admitted 
their guilt. They also admitted breaking 
into the following places in October and 
November, 1885: The store of Oscar Lucas 
in West Newton, twice, about $15 in money 
being stolen; the provision market of F. 
M. Dutch, West Newton, only 15 cents 
taken; the grocery store of A. Whitney, 
West Newton, nothing taken; E. S. Col- 
ton’s periodical store, Newtonville, candy, 
cigars and a small sum of money secured; 
Rev. O. D. Kimball’s house, West Newton, 
a small sum of money taken; Auburndalc 
postoffice, smashed a window, but did not 
dare to enter the building; Unitarian 
Church, West Newton, nothing taken; 
Church of the Messiah, Auburndale, $25 
taken. All but the Nichols boy were con- 
nected with the latter jobs. The boys all 
live in West Newton except Sidney Foster, 
who lives in Auburndale, and their ages 
are aR follows: Matthew Armitage, 15; 
Wm. H. Fogwell, 10; James Edw. Nichols, 
15; Sidney Foster, 15* and Alban F. Cum- 
mings, 10. Their trial came off Thursday 
afternoon before Judge Park, and Cum- 
mings and Nichols were bound over in 
$2,000; Armitage and Fogwell in $1,000, 
and Foster in $500, to staud their trial be- 
fore the superior court.

HOW THE GIRLS WERE PROVIDED 
FOR. 


[Bertha H. Ellsworth, in Woman’s Journal.] 


The Williams family cousisteil of father, 
mother, and four girls. 

Mr. Williams was a successful merchant. 
He had often been congratulated, and, in- 
deed, had often congratulated himself, on 
his ability to provide for his girls. 

If sons bad beeu given him, ho would 
have thought it necessary to give them 
some business training, with a view toward 
preparing them for the time when they 
must take up the respansibilitiss of life for 
themselves; but it never occurred to him 
that girls could have responsibilities or ca- 
pacities beyond gracing a home. 

Certainly the home Mr. Williams pro- 
vided for his wifo and daughters lacked 
nothing that could contribute to their com- 
fort, and they knew very little of the 
processes by which their home was kept 
in order, and their meals nicely cooked and 
served. But, though so destitute of prac- 
tical knowledge and training, the Williams 
girls were sensible, intelligent girls, with 
a large reserve force of common-sense and 
latent energy. 

Anna was twenty, Lora eighteen, Mary 
fifteen, and Alla ten, when a sudden -re- 
verse of fortune swept away their means; 
taking even the beautiful home so long en- 
joyed that it seemed a necessity. Four 
hundred dollars, saved from the wreck, 
was all that remained to them, save a few 
household goods and personal possessions. 

Mr. Williams decided to go “West” and 
start anew somewhere in the new country, 
or, perhaps, take up a “claim” ou the vast 
prairies. In vain friends protested that he 
was too old and too heavily burdened with 
a dependent family to venture on such a 
step. He acknowledged the truth of theso 
objections, hut said, “I cannot stay here, 
where everything reminds me of prosper- 
ous days. I shall have my family to sup- 
port anywhere, and I can surely raise 
enough there to supply us with food.” 

He could not afford to go and select a 
location and return for his family. It was 
decided that they should travel in emi- 
grant style, and thus have an opportunity 
of examining the country as they passed 
through, and selecting their future home 
in some spot that pleased them. 

The purchase of horses, wagon, and 
other articles necessary for the journey re- 
.duecd their capital to an alarmingly small 
sum, and the women of this household be- 
gan, for the lirst time, to realize the value 
.of money and plan to economize it. 

Many and long were the discussious in 
•deciding, among the limited number of ar- 
ticles they could take with them, which 
•would be likely to prove most useful in 
ttlieir Western home. Some of these selec- 
tions proved very useful, and some of 
them, viewed in the light of their after ex- 
jpeiricnce, were laughably inappropriate. 

At first the journey was a pleasant re- 
lief and diversion from their late trials and 
anxieties, and the younger girls in particu- 
lar were jubilant over the new scenes and 
the new sense of freedom that possessed 
them. But, as places where cooked food 
ouLd be procured became fewer and far- 
ther lwtwuen, and they had to buy un- 
eooked provisions and prepare them to eat 
uiuicr i lie disadvantages and iucouvcui- 
euc4* which are inseparable from such a 
situation, and which appeared almost in- 
stil itit>n;<Lablo to them, they found the 
pl*a urea of the trip gradually decrease and 
finally vanish altogether. Thu first meals 
sei veil by these inexperienced women 
would have been found uneatable had not 
necessity and hunger forced them to swal- 
low the unpalatable morsels. Gradually a 
dearly-purchased degree of skill began to 
lie attained by them in preparing simple 
dishes; but the wcaiher sometimes prevent- 
ed them from building a lire, and often 
they could not find anything to burn ou 
the great, lonesome, barren-looking prai- 
ries. How eagerly they looked for and 
stored in the wagon everything they found 
which would serve as fuel! They even 
gathered the green weedc and tied them 
in bunches to the wagon-cover to dry in 
the hot suit. 

Occasionally heavy rains and winds so 
damaged the cover of their wagon that it 
became a very imperfect shelter. Often 
the food was spoiled, or its cooking ren- 
dered impossible, until the drenched, hun- 
gry, wretched travellers felt sure they 
could never again see an emigrant wagon 
without a fueling of interest in its inmates 
and pity and sympathy for their probable 
Bufferings. 

But all that had gone before seemed 
light in comparison to the blank horror 
and despair of liuding, one morning, after 
camping ou a vast prairie, a day’s journey 
from any dwelling behind, uml they knew 
knew not how many from any before, that 
Mr. Williams was delirious with fever 1 
Anxiety for him, and the thought of their 
own seemingly helpless and hopeless con- 
dition, might have appalled stouter hearts 
than women are said to have. Mrs. Wil- 
liams did indeed seem overcome; hut the 
older girls, knowing that on them depend- 
ed the care and safety of the whole party, 
arranged the sick man in as comfortable a 
position as possible in the wagon, kindled 
a flic (thankful that they had sufficient 
fuel on this particular morning), and pre- 
pared some gruel for their futher, and hot 
coffee and a substitute for bread, made of 
still batter and baked in thick cakes in a 
frying-pan, for the other members of the 
family. 

Mrs. Williams was with difficulty in- 
duced to drink some coffee and swallow a 
few mouthfuls of the cake, which tasted 
much better than those never reduced to 
such expedients may think possible. Hun 


ger was sufficient invitation to the girls to 
eat. and after the meal they felt refreshed, 
and, consequently, moro hopeful, or at 
least, stronger to hear whatever was in 
store for them. The first task was to har- 
ness the horses which wore grazing near 
by, tied by long ropes, to wooden pins 
driven into the ground, or, as tho Western 
peonlo called it, “picketed.” 

Tho younger girls were of considerable 
sorvico in pointing out where different 

f mrts of tho harness belonged, curiosity 
laving prompted them to observe its uses 
more closely than their sisters lmd done. 
Tho difficult task was at last accomplished; 
not, as they afterwards learned to know, 
exactly right, hut with no serious mistakes. 
Taught by experience, they carefully 
stowed away tho “picket ropes* ami “pins” 
for future use. Anna and Lora, feeling 
thankful that they had, at lenst, the past 
experience of driving tho ponies in the 
phaeton to help them in this crisis, took 
turns in driving. 

“We must keep on the most travelled 
track,” said Anna, “for that will soonest 
lead us to some house or settlement.” 

They travelled wearily on, stopping only 
at two places where they found wator, to 
allow the horses to drink, and at noon to 
allow them to graze, and to get somo dinner 
for tho family. Then on and on, and still 
no sign of a house on the now broken and 
rolling prairie, which hero seemed used 
for nothing hut grazing-ground for great 
herds of cattle, of which they occasionally 
caught distant glimpses. The sick man 
moaned and tossed, and the tired girls 
listened with foreboding hearts, and kept 
anxious watch of a bank of heavy clouds 
which already obscured the sun and threat- 
ened a severe storm, they feared, bofore 
they could reach any shelter.

From a very interesting book on crochet 
work published by Messrs J. It. Lceson & 
Co. of Boston wo take the following admir- 
able introductory chapter written by Mr. 
Leeson. 

Amongst vegetable fibers adapted to the 
use of mankind in the fabrication of gar- 
ments or coverings, and for ornamentation, 
flax ‘occupies a conspicuous place, both in 
respect of extended application, and the 
antiquity of its use. The Phoenicians and 
tho Egyptians were proficient in flax cul- 
ture, as well as in linen manufacture; with 
them “purple and lino linen” were synony- 
mous with refinement and wealth.

In all subsequent 
ages as history shows, flax has been grown, 
spun and woven; it has boon worn by 
priests, sages and warriors for attire or a- 
dornment on occasions of honor or display. 
The maids of Athens, the fair dames yf 
Borne, tlie honnio lassies of Saxonland and 
Scandinavia, tho beauties of France, have 
all been familiar with distaff and spindle; 
and through the long vista of the past have 
tuned their ditties to tho merry whirl of 
the spinning-wheel. Show ono of those 
homely implements to any Now Englander 
past middle age, and a flood of eloquence 
will be unloosed. You will soon learn 
about the siscor or mother whose ready fin- 
gers deftly spun tho smoothest yarn, from 
home-grown flax on the old farm, in the 
far off days when thrift ruled the house- 
hold; wild strawberries tasted like straw- 
berries then, and tho speckled trout if any- 
thing. rather wanted to bo caught by tho 
bovs sy it seemed. 

Our farmers no longor grow their flax 
for home consumption, and the maidens 
have lost tho art or spinning yarn; and yet 
flax holds its own in our homes; with net- 
ting, knitting, crocket and outline work as 
vehicles for tho display of its adaptability, 
it advances to still more artistic forlus of 
service; and it requires not the 6yo of a 
prophet to foreseo tho continuous thread 
of its use extending through ages yet to 
come, in oven more beautilul forms than 
any attained in the past.

An Appalachian Outing. 

It is a spicy October afternoon, and our 
car, full to overflowing, leaving the B. and 
L. station, is boarded* by a smiling conduc- 
tor, who briskly remarks, “Tickets!” 
“No tickets!” “Money?” "No money! 
tramps!” says the doctor, and adds with a 
wave of his hand toward the professor, 
who is dispensing tickets in the distance, 
“Opened wrong end of the barrel.” 

Our first halt is made at College Hill, to 
visit the Goddard C’hapcl, and the museum 
whore tho honovolcnt face oT Barnum 
keeps watch over tho baby elephant (Jumbo 
has not yet arrived), and we find the col- 
lection of “strange beasts” very interest- 
ing. There .is a wide view from tho roof 
of tho library, its chief attractiveness be- 
ing due to the many ponds and streams 
which divide t he plain. Tho horizon is not 
at once impressive, but our guide speedily 
disentangles the lines which distance draws 
so monotonously, and the geography be- 
comes fascinating. The Blue Hill range is 
nearly hidden by Parker Hill, with the ex- 
ception of Big Blue, which has a way of 
just escaping most obstructions, and mak- 
ing its attendant peaks unmistakable. Fur- 
ther to the right the pale blue summit of 
Pegan, in Dover, is visible; Prospect, in 
Waltham, shows its top over the Belmont 
ridge, and that tiny dimple against tho sky 
is the “coll” of Doublet, in Weston. Fur- 
ther to tho north is Turkey Ilili in Win- 
chester, Horn Pond Mountain, our present 
destination, and the oak covered heights of 
Middlesex Pells. 

Taking cars again, we disembark at 
Winchester, and striking the margin of 
Wcdgo-more, follow its windings under 
rustling oaks, getting glimpses of rich 
coloring, red and brown, upon the compan- 
ion shore and in the water below. A sec- 
tion of new highway makes the wood and 
ponds beyond still more inviting. Horn 
pond mountain, in the edge of Woburn, 
rises rather abruptly from the pond, mak- 
ing a short steep climb, and is crowned by 
a reservoir, from whose wall we readily 
trace tho way we have come. It is from 
the ledges a little to the west of this that 
we arc greeted by our friends, misty and 
blue, Wacliusett and the Monadnocks, and 
other peaks of southern New Hampshire. 
Wo plcck a belated clover as we hurry 
back down tho steep incline, and retrace 
our steps in the growing dusk, by lield and 
pond margin, and if the conductor was be- 
wildered by the advent of seventy unex- 
pected passengers, it would have taken a 
much greater misfortune than the loss of 
a special car to cloud the spirits of the 
party. s. e. c.

Tillage Temperance Meeting. 

Tho First Church was well filled on 
Sunday evening in spite of tho rain. Mr. 
Dwiglit Chester presided. Col. 1. F. Kings- 
bury led the congregation in singing. Mr. 
Chester, in his address, said that Newton’s 
tirst anti-liquor measure wsvs in 1648, when 
the apostle Eliot, petitioned tho General 
Court for prohibition, for the sake of the 
Nonantum Indians. Sixty years ago. 
Samuel Hyde, Joseph Conan t., Seth Davis 
and others mot at. the Centre school house 
and formed “Tho Friendly Society.” Thus 
from its founding, Newton has been a 
“no-license” community. But docs our 
city declare for prohibition as strongly as 
it ought? From one to two thousand of 
our voters neglect when at tho polls to 
register their vote on this subject. Five 
weeks from Tuesday this subject will come 
up again at our city election, and let us 
give such a rousing voice for “No License” 
that it shall encourage many towns and 
cities that arc struggling hard with this 
question, and he heard among the Berk- 
shire hills. Rev. W. I. Haven spoke on 
Prohibition desirable as constitutional. “It 
is,” lie said, “the question of making the 
liquor traffic an outlaw* everywhere in this 
Commonwealth, at the Parker House, the 
Point of Pines, tho St. Botolph’s Club and 
Sullivan’s saloon. He read a strong para- 
graph from the Atlantic Monthly, warning 
the people against letting the political 

{ lower drift into the liquor saloons. Let us 
lave the prohibition of the sale and manu- 
facture of intoxicating drinks a law, and 
have the state provide for its enforcement. 
Shall not this Commonwealth cast out that 
which is injuring its life in tlie person of 
its weaker members. High license is not 
consistent with democratic institutions; if 
the gilded saloon may live to drug the high 
horn, then must the groggery he suffered. 
Rev. Dr. Hovey followed, speaking of tlie 
wastefulness of liquor drinking, and gave 
tlie alarming statement that nine hundred 
millions of dollars are spent for liquor to 
eight hundred millions for bread and meat, 
and to one hundred millions for education 
and religion. The closing address was by 
Rev. T. J. Holmes, who gave several strong 
illustrations of the deadly power of the 
liquor appetite. He commended very 
warmly the work of tlie Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union.

Notice Is lioroby given to all persons to present 
themselves for registration, and that the Registrars 
of Voters wlff hold sessions for tho registration of 
voters, including women duly qualified, and to 
correct nnd revise the Ward Lists, upon tlie follow- 
ing dates and at the places herein nnmed: 

Nowton Centre— Mason School House, from 3 to 5 
o’clock nnd from 7 to 8.30 o’clock I*. M„ Mnmlnr, 
JVor. 8. 

At City Hall from 3 to 5 o’qlock and from 7.30 to 9 
o’clock 1\ M., Jlomlny, Nov. 13, Tliurndny. 
Nor. IN, from 2 to 5 o’clock 1\ M., nnd Sntnr- 
Hny, Nov. ‘JO, from 2 to 6 o’clock 1*. M., and 
Kntnrdny, Nov. 97 from 2 to 5 o’clock and 7.30 
to 10 o’clock P. M. 

No names can he registered after 10 o’clock P. M. t 

November J7. 

All jiersons whoso names aro not on the Vo- 
ting List must ajjjicur personally before the 
Registrars of Voters on either of the days above 
mentioned, presenting a receipted tax bill of 
1885 or 1886. 

All naturalized citizens must present their linn 
papers when they register, but are not entitled to 
he registered within thirty days of such naturaliza- 
tion. 

If the father of an applicant was naturalized be- 
fore lie (the son) became 21 years of age, tho son is 
naturalized thereby, aud' must present the father’s 
naturalization papers. 

The names of all persons not assessed in 1886 are 
taken from the voting lists, but such persons can 
he re-registered by applying in person to the 
Registrars at any session held for registering vo- 
ters, and presenting 'a receipted tax hill for 1885, 
providing they are otherwise qualified. 

Every male citizen of 21 years and upwards, who 
has resided in the State one year, and in the city of 
Newton six months prior to December 7, 1886, and 
who has paid a State or County tax assessed upon 
him either in 1885 or 1886, and who shall be able to 
read and write, shall have tho right to vote at tlie 
City election to be held December seventh, eighteen 
hundred and eiglity-six. 


EXTRACT FROM BTATOTF.8 CONCERNING VOTINO UV 
WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth. of twenty-one years of age and upwards 
(except paupers, persons under guardianship, and 
persons excluded by article twenty of tho amend- 
ments to the constitution,) who has resided within 
tlio state one year, and within tlie city or town in 
which site claims a right to vote, six months next 
preceding any election of school committees, and 
who has paid by lierself, her parent, guardian or 
trustee, a stato, county, city or town tax assessed 
upon her or her trustee in this stato within two 
years next preceding such election, shall lmvo a 
right to voto in all such elections for niemliers of 
school committees. 

Any woman, who is a citizen of tiffs Common- 
wealth, may, 011 or before tho fifteenth (lny or Sep- 
tember iu any year, give notice iu writing, accom- 
panied by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors of 
a city or town, that she was on the first day of May 
of that year an inhabitant thereof, and that she 
desires to pay a poll tax, und to furnish under oath 
a true list of her estate, both real and personal, not 
exempt from taxation, and she shall thereupon ho 
assessed for her poll, not exceeding fifty cents, and 
for her estate, nnd tho assessors shall, 011 or before 
the twentieth day of Septomhcr, return her name 
to the registrars of voters or hoard charged with 
the preparation of tlie list of voters of tho city or 
town in the list of tlie persons so assessed. The 
taxes so assessed shall he entered iu the tax list of 
tlie collector of the city or town, nnd lie shall col- 
lect any pay over the sumo iu tlib manner specified 
in liis warrant. 

The names of women may be placed upon a 
separate list; and when the name of any woman 
I has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, it shall retrain on the list as long as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tax 
that has been assessed on her or her trustees in 
this stato within two gnats next proceeding any 
election, ]trovided that the facts relating to resi- 
dence shall be furnished to the registrars each 
year jwlor to tho close of registration. 

It is therefore necessary for each wuiuuii who 
desires to retain her name 011 tiic list to inform the 
Registrars of Voters before the close of registration, 
of her continued residence in this city, and if the 
tuxes upon which tier registration is Imscd arc 
paid in any other place iu the State than Newton, 
her receipted tax hill must be shown to the Regis- 
trars.

The Indian Missions* 

The meeting in behalf of the Indians, in 
union with the Newton Indian Association, 
at Eliot church, Wednesday evening, was 
largely attended in spite of the weather, 
people being present from all portions of 
the city. Mr. J. W. Davis, president of 
the Newton Indian Association, presided, 
and Rev. Dr. Goukl opened the meeting 
with prayer, after which the quintet of In- 
dian youth sang “The Morning Light is 
Breaking” in their own language. Their 
singing is remarkable for sweetness and 
pathos, and was much enjoyed by the au- 
dience. 

Mr. Davis then addressed the meeting 
and prefaced his introduction of the 
speakers of the evening with a brief ac- 
count of the labors of the Apostle Eliot 
among the Indians, in this vicinity some 
240 years ago. His first converts were 
among the Waban tribe, and lie instituted 
churches and schools, and many of the In- 
dians were converted. The question has 
been often asked why the work of Eliot 
brought forth no lasting fruit. He estab- 
lished 24 churches and three fourths of the 
Indians in New England were under reli- 
gious training. But the white men drove 
the Indians from point to point as the set- 
tlements spread, the aggressions of the 
whites were resented in some cases, and 
there came a time of such suspicion and 
fear that no Indian community was safe, 
and the Indian school at Natick had to be 
transferred to Deer Island to preserve the 
lives of the pupils. The Indians were 
driven out of New England and widely 
scattered, and it was impossible to gather 
the churches together again. The case of 
the Delawares was a sample of the whole; 
driven from the Delaware to the. Susquehan- 
na, thence into Ohio.and thence still further 
west, until in despair the little remnant of 
the tribe took refuge in Canada, to escape 
the persecutions of the whites. In the 
west the Indians have suffered in the same 
way; they get a reservation, some part of 
it is found to be more valuable than land 
in the immediate vicinity; the whites en- 
croach upon it, and if the red men resist, 
complaint is sent to Washington, the 
reservation is broken up and the Indians 
driven off. Under such circumstances it 
can not be expected that the Indians will 
become Christianized and civilized. A 
movement is on foot to protect them in 
their rights and educate and Christianize 
them, but while we give earnest attention 
and interest to the educational side, we 
must be awake to our responsibility and 
see that bills are pressed upon Congress 
for the protection of the Indians in their 
homes and an extension of their rights; he 
said that a native pastor of thelndian church 
at Santee, Neb., was present, who had l>een 
for many years engaged in the work of 
Christianizing his people, and he would 
tell of his labors. He was said to be as 
eager for souls as a dog for deer, in the 
forcible language of the Indians, and he 
introduced Rev. Chas. W. Shelton, finan- 
cial secretary of the Indian Missions of the 
A. M. A., who would tell the audience 
something more about the Indian pastor. 

Rev. Mr. Shelton began by recalling the 
outrages in Minnesota 24 years ago, which 
sent a thrill of horror through the land, 
and as a result of which, the Indians were 
driven from that state and 400 of the Sioux 
or Dakota leaders wore captured and kept in 
confinement. They seemed a hopeless 
class, but two devoted missionaries went 
among them and labored, ami in six 
months 392 were able to write a letter and 
2S0 were converted to Christianity. The 
Indians were kept iu confinement, their 
wrongs not inquired into, and after having 
been moved from place to place, they were 
finally told to leave aud let no white man 
' see them again. In spite of this, many of 
them kept their faith in Christianity, and 
' went forth as missionaries to raigp tlieir 
I people from degradation. One of them, 
Rev. Mr. Elmamani, had been for 19 years 
a minister of the gospel, and was now* pas- 
tor of the church at Sautee, and a pastor 
of whom no one need be ashamed. 

Rev. Mr. Ehnaiuaui then came forward, 
accompanied by Rev. A. L. Riggs, princi- 
pal of the Normal Indian Training School 
for Indian youth at Santee, who acted as 
interpreter, its the Indian could neither 
speak nor understand English. He gave a 
short, simple, but eloquent address, in 
which he expressed his pleasure at meet- 
ing the audience, and said that he h;ui 
now been four moons away from home, 
Fifty years ago, ho said, teachers caino 
from you, worked among us, and xmis- 
latod the Bible into our langurge, which 
was the beginning of the conversuva\ot' the 
tribe. Formerly, they worshiped tho sun, 
moon and stars, stones aud otl ur.\ objects 
on tlu* earth, but now they wwrahiped the 
same God and the same Christ as*yuu^ 
For 19 years l have been a minister and 
teacher among my peonle, a:ul for Iff years 
my friend here has had a school among us, 
teaching our children. Our church is do- 
ing all it can in missionary work, it has 
young people’s missionary societies, 
and women's societies, aud we con- 
tribute all we are able to send the 
gospel among other Indians. We hejyioe 
that you are interested in the *am«i v-ood 
work. The speaker's carucstiirs.N aiub ius- 
plieity made a deep impression upon ih* 
audience, as he illustrated what Christian- 
ity can do tor his race. 

The quintet then sang, after which Rev 
Mr. Riggs spoke of the necessity of Chris- 
tianizing as well as of civilizing the Indi- 
ans, and the great work before the mission- 
aries in training up the Indian youth to 
heroine good citizens and Christians 
He was followed by Rev. Mr Shelton 
Who stated that the church at Santee 
2 (K» members and was self-supporting; but 
the field was a great one, and there was ur- 
, gent need ot muds to earrv the gosnel to 
other tribes, ami he made an urgent appeal 
1 for assistance in this most worthy cause. 

After singing, a collection was taken up,

missionaries, and examine photographic 
views of their schools and churches.

City OoT^rmnont. 

The Common Counc il met Monday evening, 
with President French in the eh sir. Other mem- 
bers present were Councilman Dix, Fiske, lied 
path, Chadwick, John.-nn, Hollis, Coflin, Kennedy 
Edmonds, Ro««, Billinas and Atherton. 

lu the absence of Clerk Clover, City Engineer 
Noyes was elected clerk pro tem, and the reading 
of the records was dispensed with. 

Business from the hoard of aldermen was dis- 
posed in concurrence, and as no one appeared at 
the hearings on the i.tying out ami accepting of 
Morse and Emerson streets, the hearings were 
closed, and orders were passed for there accept- 
ance. 

A petition was received from Alvah Ilovcy for 
the laying out of Irving street, northerly from 
Marshall street, 40 feet wide, and referred to the 
Highway Committee. 

A petition from Bertrand E. Taylor and others 
to have the corners of Crant avenue and Beacon 
atrcct rounded off, graded and accepted, so that the 
exit from Crant avenue might he more convenient 
for teams, was referred to the same committee. 

Henry Brock and others asked to have Faxon 
street. Ward 1, from Watertown to Crescent 
streets, laid out 40 feet wide, nnd accepted by the 
city as a public street. The same petitioners 
asked to have Crescent street, from Faxon to Cali- 
fornia street, laid out und accepted ; both referred 
to the Highway Committee. 

Councilman Redputh presented a petition for 
two street lamps on the north cast corners of Haw- 
thorne street, Ward 2; referred to the lamp com- 
pany. 

Councilman Kennedy moved for a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote on the appropriation of $3,000 for 
a drain on Boyd street, which was passed with one 
dissenting vote. Mr. Kennedy said that he and 
others of the Highway Committee had looked into 
the matter, and thought that in the uncertainty 
about the sewerage question, a drain should be 
laid for less than $3,000 and one could he put down 
that would answer the purpose for $800. He 
therefore moved that the $3,000 be stricken out 
from the order, and $800 substituted. 

Councilman I)ix asked whut it was proposed to 
do. 

Councilman Kennedy said it was proposed to 
lay a 10 inch pipe instead of an 18 inch one, which 
would carry off the surface water. The 18 inch 
pipe was to drain all the vicinity, but the 10 inch 
would only drain Boyd street, near Jewett street, 
aud Emerson place. There was whore the chief 
trouble existed. Messrs. Estcrbvook ami Eaton, 
two of the sufferers hy the surface water, were 
present, and would give an accouut of their suffer- 
ings if the council wished. The residents there 
ought certainly to be released, and the city was 
under a moral and legni obligation to relieve them. 
The sum was tnude $800 instead of the $750 
spoken of, ns the size of the pipe was chnngcd 
from 8 to 10 inches, and it would take about 700 
feet of pipe. 

Councilman Edmands said that the city had 
saved $2,200 by waiting two weeks, and if we 
waited another fortnight, the city would save the 
$800. 

Mr. Kennedy replied that the money was not 
saved, and the $800 would not answer the purpose 
of the $3,000 drain, us it would not carry off the 
same amount of water or drain the same amount 
of territory. 

After nnotherobiection bv Co uncilmati Edmands, 
the amendment was passed, and the questiou then 
came on the passage of the amended order. 

Councilmcn Ucdpnth said that lie would be glad 
to sec the people relieved, but it was late in the 
season to do the work, and the people would onlv 
have to wait a few months more to have the work 
done next year. 

Councilman Dix said he should oppose the order, 
on account of the lateness of the season, nnd the 
extra expense it would involve if the ground 
should freeze up before the drain was (lug, us 
seemed probable, 

A vote was then taken on the passage of the 
order, and it failed to pass, President French, und 
Councilmcn Dix, Edmands, nnd Redputh voting 

no. 

Councilman Kennedy endeavored to change his 
vote before the result was announced, so ns to 
move a reconsideration, but President French 
was too quick lor him. 

The $d00 order for the Charles street drain 
then came up, Councilman Atherton moving its 
reconsideration. He said that the condition of the 
Boat Club’s grounds was most peculiar, as hills 
sloped tow ards them from two directions, und the 
water from the street used to flow down nnd over 
the grounds into the river. The Boat Club had 
spent, or were to spend some $10,000 on their 
house ami grounds, which would he so much udded 
to Riverside and to the city, and the city would 
get its money hack in a lew years. 

Councilman Edmunds objected, and in reply to 
Councilman llcdpath's suggestion tiiat the Club 
might uot give the right of way next season, said 
thut they would not be so foolish as to bite their 
own noses off in that way. 

Councilman Kcdp.it h said that he haij lmd a 
uu ui her of interviews with members of the club, 
and they were not willing now to let the drain go 
through their grounds, but would allow it to go 
around them. 

Councilman Athcrtoa said it would not he the 
club that would mi tier if the iliuin was not built, 
hut the iihuttors on the street below the bout house, 
jut the water would • i!..,w ver their estates. 

A vote was then taken, and as President French, 
•Couocilnicn Dix, Edmunds. Fi-ke, und Kcdputli 
•voted no. the order failed to pass. 

Councilman Atherton a-ked lor a reconsidera- 
tion of the report of the highway committee on 
tho Lower l ulls bulge Matter, as he did not 
notice it when it came up earlier hi the evening, 
suil ho wished to c v plain it.

KXTHACT KUOM STATUTES CONCERNING VOTING BY 
WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of thl* Common- 
wealth, of twenty-one years of age and upwnrds 
(except paupers, persons under guardianship, nnd 
persons excluded by article twenty of the amend- 
ment* to the constitution,) who has resided within 
the state one year, and within the city or town in 
which she claims a right to vote, six months next 
preceding any election of school committees, and 
who lias paid hy herself, her parent, guardian or 
trustee, a state, county, city or town tnx assessed 
upon her or her trustee in this state within two 
years next preceding such election, shall havo n 
right to vote in ull hiicIi election* for members of 
school committees. 

Any woman, who Is a citizen of tills Common- 
wealth, may, on or before tho fifteenth day of Sep- 
tember in any year, give notice in writing, accom- 
panied hy satisfactory evidence, to the assessors of 
n city or town, that she wa* on the first day of May- 
or that year an inhabitant thereof, and that sho 
desires to pay a poll tnx, and to furnish under oath 
a true list of her estate, both real and personal, not 
exempt from taxation, and she shall thereupon bo 
assessed for her poll, not exceeding fifty cent*, and 
for her estate, and tho assessor* shall, on or heforo 
the twentieth day of September, return her name 
to the registrars of voters or hoard churged with 
the preparation of the list of voters of the city or 
town in the list of the persons so assessed. The 
taxes so assessed shall ho entered in the tax list of 
tho collector of the city or town, and he shall col- 
lect any pay over tho same in the ninnuer specified 
in his warrant. 

The name s of women may he placed upon u 
separate list; and. when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town. It shall rewatn on the list as long as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tnx 
thut has been assessed on her or her trustees in 
this slate within two yeais next proceeding any 
election, provided that the facts relating to resi- 
dence shall be furnished to the registrars each 
year prior to the close of registration. 

It is therefore necessary for each woman who 
desires to retain her mime on tiiu li»t to inform the 
Registrars of Voters heforo the close of registration, 
of her continued residence in this city, and if the 
taxes upon which her registration is based arc 
paid in any other pluee in the State than Newton, 
her receipted tax bill must bo shown to the Regis- 
trars.

THOU SHALT NOT STEAL. 

Doubtless many of our readers, indeed a 
large proportion of them, are familiar with 
this quotation, and know where to place it. 
No special mode of stealing is indicated, 
and the diverse methods are not graded by 
a scale of 000 or more, The prohibition 
is stern, absolute, and generic. 

It covers and includes the Rneak thief 
who snatches your handkerchief, and the 
sneakier thief of half a million dollars, 
moro or less. They arc all of one lot, with 
but one label, in tho decalogue. 

That brace of treasurers in Boston, lie of 
Portland, the last onu in Hartford, and tho 
newest grief just out, “that of an houris 
age, does hiss the speaker.’’ Before this 
ink is dry, who comes next? As wo open 
our evening paper, we expect to see “pain- 
ful shock,” “great business man,” “prac- 
tical financier,” “ostentatious benevolence,” 
“millionaire wilh a basis of iMXH) dollars,” 
and so on. 

Lot those who have clean hands, or thin k 
they Slave, approach tho subject and at- 
tempt to analyze. Whore does all this be- 
gin? 

Wo can comprehend how a man may 
yield to social pressure, and retain for pri- 
vate use some small fraction of the sums 
committed to his trust, intending of courso 
in “all the magnanimity of thought,” to 
replace the same with lawful interest, at tho 
very earliest moment.— how that thin en- 
tering wedge may be driven deeper and 
deoper till tho fissure is wide and ghastly,— 
how still buoyed up by hope of some for- 
tunate speculation, that shall cover all Ins 
shorts, he may tide over the present emer- 
gency by false entries,— relying upon con- 
tinued health and unblemished reputation 
and impregnable social position, to blulT 
oft all searching scrutiny of his accounts. 

Heaven only knows how many such there 
are at this present moment, respectable and 
respected thieves, not yet found out. All! 
not yet! Perhaps some one now reading 
those lines may see himself reflected in 
them. When the National Association of 
Bank men met at Boston this summer, the 
retiring president referred to the anxiety 
of tho members of that body to detect and 
provent breaches of trust. At that moment 
a vice-president of the association must 
have blushed to think that he was a crimi- 
nal in the eye of every man present. The 
association should have for its motto, “Is 
it I?” 

“The beginning of iniquity is as when 
one letteth out water”— and at this point 
the erratic course is intelligible. Some are 
dyed-in-the-wool sinners; others sin once, 
and never again. 

But how is it that such a man, as one wc 
personally know to have been, could delib- 
erately do these things? Twenty, thirty, 
fifty, and oven a hundred thousand dollars 
short in his accounts for a series of years, 
meeting his financial associates day by day, 
in all the abandon of personal friendship, 
dining with them, yachting, giving parties, 
and oven responding with them at church: 
“From all these things, good Lord, deliver 
us.” It passes comprehension! 

A man may bear up lightly under falso 
imputations, sustained by his inner self- 
consciousness of rectitude. Many have 
thus lived heroic lives. But to know that 
you yourself are an unmitigated rascal, 
a systematic and persistent liar, a highway- 
man at large, living upon tho money of 
widows and orphans whom you meet in 
society, and whom you have deliberately 
robbed, — aye, deliberately ! 

The subject is heart-sickening and wea- 
risome. Tho probing of it causes even 
self-loathing. The old patriarch .Jacob felt 
this when ho exclaimed, “my soul, come 
not thou into their secret, and mine honor 
bo not therewith united.” 

An instance comes to mind, told many 
years since, of an officer of the govern- 
ment who reprimanded a grandson, (per- 
haps tho very man who recently took his 
own life at Milton Bluo Hills), and re- 
proved him sharply for using the station- 
ery in his lower drawer, because it belong- 
ed to tho United States, and it was stealing 
to take oven a half-sheet of it for private 
use. This man had old-fashioned notions 
of the presence of the Supreme. “Thou 
seest me!” was the habit of his daily life. 

Such a mail can bo trusted with un- 
counted gold. And no others? We might 
once have thought so, but the experience 
ol life has brought us into close contact 
with avowed infidels who could be trusted, 
and also with some few professors who 
could not bo trusted. In all charity, we 
think the latter sincere as far as they knew, 
but they were unreliable in money matters, 
and needed watching. * In reading tho Ser- 
mon on the Mount, tho veil must have been 
on their hearts. 

To have and to hold what belongs to an- 
other, without his consent, is about as near 
stealing as we can paraphrase or define it. 

Let us read and translate the archaic 
terms into modern phraseology, so as to 
arrest the practical ear with their true 
meaning. 

“If thou bring thy gift to the altar, and 
there remembercst that thy brother hath 
aught against thee,” (or several oughts 
with a numeral at the end of them,) “leave 
there thy gift before the altar, and go thy 
way — first bo reconciled to thy brother” — 
(i. e. get a receipt in full of all just de- 
mands to date) — “and then come and ofter 
thy gift.” 

This is New Testament doctrine, dogmas 
t'o the contrary notwithstanding. Religion 
takes people just as it finds them, with all 
their natural and inborn proclivities. Some 
people are honest in the grain; others, it 
must lie confessed, are otherwise. 

Every farmer knows the difference in his 
apples gathered from the same tree; and if 
he knew the reason why some rot in the 
barrel, and others keep till spring, he 
would make a note of it. That some bank 
bills are counterfeit is no discredit to the 
banking system. 

Even in the sacred circle that surrounded 
the Master, there was au eight percent, of 
villainy. The keenest wounds to religion 
have heen given in the house of friends, 
from the kiss of Judas down to the last 
Sunday school superintendent whose ser- 
mon to young men on moral rectitude was 
delivered on tho very eve of infamy. 

What shall we say to these things? He- 
redity?— but this can hardly explain the 
delinquency of degenerate sons of noble 
sires and gramlsires. Perhaps the infusion 
of some perverse olomont from the female 
side of the house may disturb the succes- 
sion of traits. Here is one, the (lower of 
Essex and Suffolk, who inherited a pres- 
tige which cost two life-times to establish, 
and cost the inheritor nothing but to as- 
sume it, just merely to wear his ancestor’s 
name gracefully. 

Recognizing in some degree the enormity 
of such apostacy, we fail to comprehend 
the causes adequate,— the diagnosis of the 
disease. We know there are unfortunates 
horn of crime, and in crime, nursed and 
cradled in it, never experiencing any other 


condition or environment but profanity, 
drunkenness, debauchery and outlawry, a 
spectacle fearful to contemplate, hopeless 
and hidoouK. 

But hero wo have a deeper moral prob- 
lem,— a selected ancestry of tho purest 
blood, without taint, reared in tho church 
and in tho halls of the highest learning, 
and buttressed around by every conceivable 
social restraint,— how could such a ono go 
astray? 

Physicians Ray some cells of the brain 
open to the stimulus of alcohol and opium, 
producing tho phenomena of desire. Once 
open, they are never again closed, and the 
brain becomes henceforth tho abode of a 
resident demon, who waits and watches, 
and finally masters the man. or tries to. 
Hence the cautionary signals, “touch not, 
taste not, handle not.” It is quite certain 
we never crave what we have never tasted. 

Thus acquisitiveness may be stimulated 
in the brain to abnormal dimensions, so ns 
to overpower tho moral sentiments. The 
boy who robs a neighbor’s orchard grows 
up, nud finally robs a bank or firm. 

The river has its beginnings in tho little 
springs. Causes ami effects seem wide 
apart, but they are linked together in the 
same series. 

Kleptomania, or the desire to appropri- 
ate the belongings of others to your own 
uso, is partly an inherited trait, and partly 
the result of careless home training. Some 
tribes of savages are very strict in the mat- 
ter of “mine and thine.” Others will steal 
whatever they can lay hands upon. Ma- 
hotnedans are reputed to be very scrupu- 
lous in this respect. 

It has been said that “every man has his 
jirice”— (one of those nimble phrases that 
trip up the judgment.) It is an insult to 
human nature, besides being historically 
false. Moral coward ico may explain Homo 
lapses otherwise unaccountable. “Pd 
rather die than bo poor,” said a female 
whose husband's failure in business was 
imminent. No other idea seemed to have 
entered her mind. 

Shortness of vision is another potent 
cause closely allied to moral cowardice. 
Children are entirely absorbed by the fore- 
ground of the present passing moments. 
Some minds never outgrow the veal period, 
or if they ever take to-morrow into their 
thoughts at all, take the risk of it, spend 
as they go, and have a good time as they 
call it, out of everybody’s money that 
comes to hand. 

These are the muxt-haves, male and fe- 
male, one of the most numerous and dan- 
gerous classes in society, and never to be 
trusted with money. Whom then shall we 
trust? The two gossips had it, in a well- 
known scandal case some years since. 
“Well, there,” said ono, “I think — and 
then again, I don’t know*. But after all, I 
am about the same opinion I was at first, — 
and then I was undecided.” 

The main point of practical interest is 
how to prevent these stealings. Wo put 
our treasures into steel vaults for safety 
from outsiders; — how shall wo be safe from 
the steal of tho treasurer inside? 

Where there is a possibility of embezzle- 
ment there is a probability; and this should 
bo made impossible by a proper system of 
auditing. It is mere nonsense to talk about 
complex entrieg that cannot be ferreted 
out. Of courso any treasurer smart enough 
to steal, can battle and bluff a board of di- 
rectors. But try a ferret once, or keep one 
for occasional auditing, at times not ex- 
pected. An expert will follow a needle 
through a haystack and find it. 

If a treasurer is honest keep him so, by 
making it impossible to be otherwise. It 
is safe and courteous to bolster up good in- 
tentions. Character is not a tangible secu- 
rity, else why are bonds required? Hang 
the sword of Damocles over the treasurer’s 
head by a single hair, fastened permanent- 
ly into the ceiling over his desk. 

Vouchers should be opened and cheeked 
off one by one, not assumed from outside 
packages or wrappers. No matter if he is 
tho prophet Daniel himself, who by tho 
way was a royal treasurer in his day, and 
kept his situation through successive ad- 
ministrations. 

The well known instance of Thomas 
among tho twelve disciples illustrates the 
point. He properly refused to assent with- 
out proof, and the Divine Master submitted 
to his scrutiny and accorded to him the 
vouchers that his conscientious scruples 
demanded. Some “doubting Thomas” 
would be just the man for an auditing 
committee. 

In all business transactions whatever, it. 
is a safe rule to prepare beforehand for tho 
“unexpected.”

A ITT! ZEN’S TICKET. 

One of the most absurd things connected 
with municipal politics is, that national 
politics should he carried into the contest 
for city officers. Why a man should make 
any more honest or prudent a mayor, for 
instance, because ho happens to he a Re- 
publican, than he would he if lie were a 
Democrat, or a Mugwump, is one of those 
puzzles which “:io feller can lind out.” 
Wo are glad to say that in Newton, national 
politics has entered very little into city 
elections, and that tlio people liavo voted 
for the best man, without much regard to 
their politics. 

Men of all parties are equally interested 
in the prosperity of the city, and have an 
equal duty to perform. It is the best men, 
the men who would look most carefully 
after the city’s interests, that are wanted, 
and such men .are not confined to any party, 
in Newton especially. 

What the citizens should do in the cam- 
paign now opening, is to unite in a general 
caucus or convention, look carefully over 
the field, and nominate the best man avail- 
able. Then if any were dissatisfied, they 
could bold another caucus, and agree upon 
an opposition candidate, if they could. 
That would he the most sensible way of 
getting candidates, and for that reason the 
Citizen’s Movement ought to receive the 
endorsement of all good citizens. So far 
as we have been able to discover, it em- 
braces men of all parties, and men who 
are heartily interested in Newton. The 
nominations that it makes will deserve 
especial consideration from all who desire 
to have Newton a well governed city. 

If the principles embodied in tlio civil 
service reform system were to be applied to 
municipal officials, there would be no rea- 
son for a change, in the case of our present 
Mayor, especially as lie has given more per- 
sonal attention to the interests of the city 
than perhaps any of his predecessors. Hut 
since such principles will not he likely to 
he adhered to, the least expensive and the 
most efficient method of getting the best 
men nominated and eleeted to our city 
offices, is to have non-partisan or citizen’s 
caucuses.

As lie is personally disinclined 
to accept the office, this drift of opinion is 
important, as indicating the man wlio, in 
spite of his unwillingness to he a candi- 
date, is really, in the public estimation, the 
best qualified. His conduct in the public

Hull, Monday afternoon, was as largely at- 
tended as the previous one. Doctor *Lor- 
ing described bleeding from veins and ar- 
teries, when and where to apply an impro- 
vis« (I tourniquet, and the importance of 
being able to stop bleeding from any point 
on the body by local pressure. JIo also 
explained the method of cleausingand dres* 
ing wounds of all kinds and the first aid 
to be given in case of burns, scalds, frost- 
bites and • poison-bites. Tho lecture wan 
fully illustrated by charts, and by the 
ntonel l«oy, and the pupils were shown how 
t j tear bandages and how to improvUo a 
t ju.niqiiet. \f ter the lcctui * ti e poli 

olm ci & were given a chance to practically 
apply what they hud learned during the 
hour. 

It is hoped to establish a branch of the 
Association here in Newton, and certainly 
nothing better could bo done, as its object 
is to promote happiness and lessen human 
suffering. There is no end to the amount 
of the work a branch could do. and 
every person ought to know the simple les- 
sons taught in tlio Emergency lectures, at 
least. The lectures to the police force are a 
beginning, ami the work thus begun 
should be followed up. The lectures are 
popular in tlio best seuso of tlio term, and 
as classes are limited to twenty-five, a 
number of such courses ought to be given 
here during the coining winter.

Major 1). T. Bunker. 

Maj. D. T. Bunker of Auhurndale has 
just been appointed consul for the United 
States at Demerara, British Guiana. Maj. 
Bunker’s appointment is considered an ad- 
mirable one, and lie was warmlv recom- 
mended to the state department by leading 
business men in Boston, as well as by 
many of the most influential Democrats 
and Independents. Maj. Bunker’s famili- 
arity with the commercial requirements of 
the post make him peculiarly fitted for it, 
he having been in active business in both 
British and Dutch Guiana for the past four 
years. Ho belives that the great opportu- 
nity for tho revival of American ocean 
commerce lies in the development of 
the carrying trade between the ports of 
this country and tho West Indies and 
South America. Maj. Bunker, though a 
Democrat for the past twenty years, has 
been independent in his political actions. 
He refused to vote for Butler for Gover- 
nor, and in his three years’ service in the 
Newton city government in which ho rep- 
resented tho Auburndale district, he was 
nominated and elected by Republicans. 
He was one of the early members of tho 
Massachusetts Reform Club. He was 
president of the Massachusetts Conserva- 
tive Soldiers and Sailors’ Association, and 
is a member of the Massachusetts com- 
mandery of the Loyal Legion. Maj. Bun- 
ker has a fine war record. Ho served 
three years and a half in the 3d Massa- 
chusetts cavalry, and won a brilliant repu- 
tation in scouting. During the siege of 
Port Hudson he was in command of the 
cavalry at Baton Rouge. When Banks was 
blockaded at Alexandria, on the Red river, 
he wished to communicate with Admiral 
Porter at Fort D’Russie, and Maj. Bunker, 
with 24 men, including four scouts, went 
through the enemy’s country lighting, hut 
without the loss of a man, making the dis- 
tance of 50 miles in tho nine hours between 
:i o’clock in tho afternoon and midnight. 
This gallant act made Maj. Bunker famous 
iu the army and licet, and ho was highly 
commended by Admiral Porter, but Banks 
took no notice of it. Coming North to 
Virginia, he went home on a 15 days’ 
leave of absense, after which he reported 
for duty at Harper’s Ferrv, where Gen. 
Otis, now at the 10th United States cav- 
alry, told him that if lie had only arrived 
the day before, he would havo sent him in 
command of his regiment as bodyguard to 
Gen. Sheridan on the inarch which proved 
to he his final inarch on Richmond. 
Though his admirable sanitary precautions 
iu camp at Harper’s Ferry that winter, bis 
regiment bad no sickness whatever.

In a 
codicil the testatrix says that, having sold 
the Cabot street estate in Newton for $6000, 
that sum is to be given to the American 
College and Education Society for the same 
uses and purposes as above set forth. The 
will is dated July 16, 1885. Charles G. Bar- 
ry and William Loring are appointed exec- 
utors.

Lasell Notes. 

Mr. Itoli’e rend the first part of “Julius Ciesar” 
on Saturday in the Shakespeare class. 

On Monday morning Mrs. Lincoln prepared in 
the most skillful and successful manner mutton 
cutlets, tomato sauce, fried rye inufiius, Saratoga 
and macaroni potatoes. The cutlets were first 
prepared by wiping with a dump cloth or scraping 
and removing the skin which has the strong mut- 
ton flavor. Each cutlet was dipped in fine bread 
crumbs, then in egg and again in crumbs, and 
fried for eight or ten minutes. Tomato sauce was 1 
prepared by boiling one half can of tomato with 
two cloves, two peppercorns, one tcaspoonful of 
mixed herbs and a cup of water, to which was 
added one tablespoonful of chopped onion fried in 
one tablespoonful of butter until' yellow. A table- 
spoonful of corn starch was also stirred into the 
melted butter and the whole added, with salt and 
pepper to the boiling sauce, which after simmering 
ten minutes should he strained. Rye muffins were 
made by mixing together dry three quarters of a 
cupful each of flour and rye-meal, one-half tea- 
spoonful of soda, one tcaspoonful of cream tartar 
ami one salt spoouful of salt. To tM*»was added 
one beaten egg, mixed with one-half cupful of 
milk. The mixture was then dropped bv small 
tablespooufuls into fat, which was hot enough to 
brown a piece of bread while counting sixty. 
“These muffins,” said Mrs. Lincoln, “have a hap- 
py faculty of turning themselves over when thev 
are half done.” This process was watched with 
interest by the class and the muffins were pro- 
nounced excellent, as were also the potatoes, the 
cutlets and tomato sauce. Next Monday, Nov. 
15th, the subject will be baked halibut, egg sauce, 
snow-flake potatoes, griddle cakes - 

The fine weather this autumn has been so favor- 
able for out-of-door games, that the gymnastic ex- 
ercises have not taken a very prominent place in 
the daily program. Now, however, the classes arc 
organized and doing good work under Miss Ran- 
som. She is an earnest and intelligent teacher.

THE PETTY VICES OF THE CAPTAIN, 


AX1> HOW 11E CAME TO GIVE THEM CP. 


[Translated from the French of Francois Coppee.] 

The name of the little provincial town to 
which Capt. Mercadier, after six and thirty 
years of military service, two and twenty 
campaigns and three wounds received dur- 
ing those campaigns, retired after being 
pensioned by a grateful government, is of 
little consequence. It resembles closely all 
other towns of its size in the provinces. 
It has 3000 inhabitants according to the 
host census, — referred to as souls in that 
ambitious document. It has a rampart 
planted with fine old oaks, a pretty river 
runs directly through it; there is an old 
church built in bountiful florid gothic; be- 
hind this sacred edifice, however, runs a 
horrible street— alley rather— which leads 
directly into the quarter St. Sulpice. 
Every Monday morning the grass of the 
Place is enameled with the big red and blue 
umbrellas of the market women and block- 
aded by the two-wheeled carts of the farm- 
ers. During the rest of the week it is given 
over to that calm and peaceful solitude so 
delicious to its few but habitual visitors. 
The streets are paved with cobble-stones. 
Through the parlor windows of the low 
houses one observes now and then bridal 
bouquets and funeral wreaths, both very 
brown and withered, carefully preserved 
under glass. From over the low garden 
gates one catches sight frequently of wood- 
en statutes of Napoleon the Great perched 
uneasily upon small mounds of white, 
shining shells. The largest inn in the 
place bears, of course, the name L’Ecu de 
France. 

Capt. Mercadier had chosen this particu- 
lar little town for the simple, perhaps sen- 
timental, reason that he had been born 
and passed the years of his riotous youth 
there. He had, it is true, neither relations 
lior friends in the town; everyone belong- 
ing to him had been for many a year peace- 
fully resting under the green sod of the 
small cemetery, and yet the veteran had 
returned to end his days there and in due 
time to fill one more grave in the already 
crowded church-yard, lie was not a good, 
a pious man, the captain. He had had 
Lamoriciere for a commander. The duke 
of Nemours, near whom he had received 
liis first wound, had decorated him on the 
battle-field at Algiers. Ho had been a 
prisoner of Abd el-Kader. On his bronzed 
neck a white scar made by a yatagau was 
plainly visible above his high military coat 
collar. A bullet was still lodged in his 
shoulder, another in his hip. Yet in spite 
of duels, debts of honor and the blandish- 
ment* unsuccessfully resisted of the al- 
mond-eyed Jewesses of Algiers, Mercadier 
had succeeded in painfully winning at the 
point of his bayonet and sword, the rank 
of captain of the 1st regiment of tirailleurs. 
And now, after six and thirty years of ac- 
tive service, our hero, having received his 
pension money of some *2000 francs and an 
additional 250 francs from his decoration of 
the cross of the Legion of Honor, was 
retired from duty and relegated to that 
state of honorable penury, the reward re- 
served by a grateful country for her old 
and worn-out heroes. 

The captain’s entry into the city of his 
birth created no sensation. Ho arrived one 
mu lling perched upon the seat of the dili- 
gonce. an unlighted cigar held tightly be- 
tween his teeth, and already on terms of 
intimacy with the coachman, to whom dur- 
ing l lie journey he had related tho 
episode of tin* “passage of the 
Fortes de For.’’ Nor was the worthy war- 
rior at al! displeased at the divided atten- 
tion given by his auditor to his tale, who 
did not hesitate to interrupt his recital 
unceremoniously t » swear horribly at the 
skittish oil mare. When the rickety vehi- 
cle w ir.li a clash and clatter drew up be- 
fore the inn door, the captain threw down 
upon the pavement a battered old portman- 
teau, covered with labels, witnesses of its 
iouriioyings about the world, and followed 
his belongings with an agility sur- 
prising in one of his years. The loungers 
in the inn parlor were directly afterward 
astonished to see a man decorated with the 
red ribbon of the Legion (a rara avis in the 
provinces) drinking familiarly with the 
coachman who had driven him into town. 

Arrived at hi* destination the captain 
was at home directly, llis iirst thought 
was to seek for a lodging. One was found 
at last in one of tho suburbs, in the court- 
yard of the house two lean, tethered cows 
were grazing upon tho scanty herbage, 
some ducks and liens quacked and cackled 
amongst the legs of these quadrupeds.

Mercadier. de- 
positing liis purchases on the onlv table in 
the room, cast about him the look of a 
man entirely satisfied with his stirround- 
inps. Then with the promptitude learned 
from n life passed in camps, ho shaved him- 
self. brushed the dust from his coat, and 
setting his cap jauntily over ono ear, set 
out in search of a cafe.

Tho finding of a cafo to his mind was a 
matter of no small importance to the cap- 
tain. It was there he could indulge to lus 
heart’s content his three petty vices— 
smoking, card-playing and absinthe drink- 
ing. lint a cafo just to his liking was in 
this small town hard to find. After walk- 
ing about until ho was thoroughly tired 
out, he ennie across the Cafe Prosper, sit- 
uated. as every one knows.at the alley of the 
Place de Marche and the lino do la Par- 
nasse. It certainly was not his ideal of a 
cafe, but it was tho best he had met with 
in his travels about the town.

he had drunk his cup of coffee. Third, 
the tax-collector, a personage of gentle dis- 
position and feeble health; given to solv- 
ing the rebuses and charades in the illus- 
trated papers and sending tho solutions 
signed with liis initials to the editors. 
Fourth and last, the veterinary surgeon — 
the only one who, in his united characters 
of democrat and free-thinker, now and then 
ventured to contradict the captain. This 
practitioner, a man with a shaggy head of 
hair and an eye-glass, was fond of presid- 
ing over radical meetings, during election 
times; and when tho parish priest sucoeed- 
edin squeezing enough money out of his 
congregation to enable him to purchase 
some horrid, gilded plaster-of- paris image 
of the Virgin or a saint for the high alter, 
he announced in a fiery letter to the Sieelo 
the cupidity of the followers of Loyola. 
Though there was an occasional dispute 
between the captain and the surgeon, yet 
on the whole the company got on very 
well, and the habitues of the cafe were not 
averse to being dominated over by the new- 
comer, whose martial, close-cropped white 
head, quick, dark eyes and long, gray 
moustache were certainly imposing. And 
the inhabitants of the little town wore not 
long in adding to their short list of celebri- 
ties the name of the worthy captain on 
half-pay.

Perfect happiness does not however exist 
in this mundane world of ours, as the cap- 
tain soon discovered.

AN ELECTRIC MOTOR 

WHICH MAY SOLVE THE PROBLEM OF j 
HTItEET LOCOMOTION'. 

— 

The following extract from an article :n 
the Poston Traveller will be read with in- 
terest here, on account of the street rail- ' 
way discussion: “People in all sections of 
the country recognize in electricity the 
power which will move the world in the 
future. Many experiments have been 
made in the past in applying this electrical 
power to horse cars, but as yet no system 
has been devised in which each car can bo 
operated independently of each other car in 
the system. At Montgomery, Ala., ami 
at somu other towns in the South and West, 
there is a system of electric railways in 
operations which acts as a whole, so to 
speak. That is, if an accident happens at 
the battery, all the cars aro obliged to cease 
running, which naturally causes not a little 
disturbance. About one year ago Prof. 
Main obtained a patent for a new electric 
motor, which it would seem would supply 
the deficiency in street railway power 
which has been so long prevalent. The I 
motor is so simple in its construction that 
it is a wonder that it has not been discov- 
ered before. 

It is circular in form and consists hint of 
a centra) copper coil, and at each side of 
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!!*.’'• P a steel whc^l, made in suclifa man- 
nor that, the spokes of one leave a series of 
magnets which join the sides of the motor 
together, as the spokes of the other ap- 
proach these sa*n»* magnets. Thus, tho 
whole secret of the motor is simply mag- 
netic attraction. The motor on a small 
scale is about to be mit on the market for 
the working of sewing machines and small 
machines of a variety of classes. Larger- 
sized motors are now being made for the 
purpose of applying them to horse cars. 
A 10-horse power motor which is to be tho 
size applied to siieet cars, will bu some 20 
inches in diameter and will weigh some 200 
pounds, and will he placed on the front 
platform. A belt will connect the motor 
with the front axle, and thus transmit the 
power which will move the car. Tho bat- 
teries will be placed under the cars. The 
patent is controlled in New York by the 
River & Rail Electric Company, and a com- 
pany is now being organized in Hoston to 
control the patent in Massachusetts, and 
possibly throughout Now England. 

The company propose to retain tho own- 
ership of all the motors, and the railway 
companies are to pay a royalty for their 
use. The introduction of the mortorbythe 
companies would materially reduce the 
cost of tho operating expenses, as it will 
cost less to inn one of these electric motors 
than it does to feed the horses necessary to 
move one car. An introduction of this 
motor would require no outlay on the part 
of tho company for change of tracks or 
laying a cable, and the company propose to 
experiment ns soon as possible on some of 
the cars in Hoston, and thus show to the 
satisfaction of the railway company wheth- 
er or not the invention is worthy of adop- 
tion or not. The motor has been examined 
by many street-railway officials through- 
out the country, and they are one and all 
most favorably impressed with the inven- 
tion. One prominent cable railway presi- 
dent expresses it as his opinion that the 
motor will bo generally introduced before 
many years and will seriously push the 
cable system. However this may be, it 
would certainly seem as if the invention 
was worthy of consideration by the rail- 
way companies, especially as there will bo 
no outlay in money in giving the motor a 
trial.

Rev. J. W. Dearborn of Everett 
preached on Thursday evening; Friday 
evening Rev. Frederick Upham of Med- 
ford.

— Messrs. Stevens, who have occupied 
the Dr. Kingsbury cottage on Pelham 
street for several months, have moved into 
their new house which they have built on 
Beacon street, (’apt. W. C. Kanlett of the 
Newton Fire Department has ta*ken the 
cottage, removing from Mrs. Bacon’s 
house on Centre street. 

— The choice by the franchise of so large 
a number of citizens at the late election, of 
Mr. Arthur C. Walworth, Ward six, as one 
of the representatives to the general court 
from the sixteenth Middlesex district, gives 
great satisfaction. Mr. Walworth is a dis- 
creet, well balanced man, of liberal educa- 
tion. of some military taste, having for- 
merly served in the Boston Independent 
Corps of Cadets. 

—Hon. Levi C. Wade. Oak Hill, sailed 
on Saturday from New York on the Etru- 
ria. on a mission in connection with the in- 
terests of the Mexican Central. English 
and German capitalists arc investing large- 
ly in Mexican property, and by their aid it 
is expected that two branch lines will he 
built— the Tampico division and the Guad- 
alajara branch. This development will 
make the Mexican Central a convenient 
line for foreign traffic. 

— The first of live lectures was given by 
Mrs. Maria Upham Drake Tuesday after- 
noon at the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation building on Berkeley street, Bos- 
ton.

Some Ancient History. 

This account of tho dedication of iho 
Baptist Meeting house, which is to he 
moved off within a few days, is of interest. 
Mrs. Anna White having donated the land 
for tho house, Dea. Ebon Stone of Oak 
Hill, and Dea. David White, as their con- 
tribution to the work, built tho foundation 
walls, and performed the labor of grading 
up from Centre and Beacon streets to the 
entrance. The wall is said to ho of superi- 
or workmanship: Tho account is from 
“The Christian Watchman” of December 
30th, 1S30. “The new house of worship 
recently erected by tho First Baptist Church 
in Newton, was opened with public ser- 
vices on Thursday the 22d. The introduc- 
tory prayer by Rev. Mr. Gilbert of the Con- 
gregational Chureh, West Par. sli: reading 
of select portions of the Scripture by Rev. 

O. Crane of tho Second Baptist Cnurcli; 
sermon by the surviving pastor of the 
Church; dedicatory prayer by Rev. Prof. 
Chacc. The house is extremely neat, 
chaste, and commodious, and has been 
adapted as far as possible to the con- 
venience of the Theological Institutioi , for 
anniversary occasions, A spirit of great 
sacrifice and self denial has been manifest- 
ed by most of the members of the church 
in struggling through this arduous enter- 
prise with their scanty and hitherto inade- 
quate means. In entering this new house, 
their feelings of jov have been necessarily 
blended with a tinge of melancholy, as 
they took leave of tho house where their 
fathers worshipped, with the last offices of 
respect to him who had so long adorned it.”

The reference to the last public service 
in the old meeting house, is to the funeral 
of the senior pastor. Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Grafton, Dec. 20th, 1830, on which occa- 
sion Rev. Dr. Homer, Rev. Dr. Sharp of 
Boston, and Professor Chaco shared in the 
service. Father Grafton, as ho was called, 
was horn in Newport, R. I., in 1757, anil 
educated in Providence, In June, 1788, he 
was ordained. Rev. Dr. Isaac Baekurs pre- 
sided at the council. llis pastorate lasted 
forty-eight years and six months, and was 
rich in gracious labors. During the war of 
the Revolution, Mr. Grafton became ac- 
quainted with the Marquis do Lafayette, 
and when forty years afterward he revisit- 
ed this country and received the people, 
on the steps of the State House in Boston, 
he met Father Grafton and recognized him. 

A ballad of Mrs. Emily W. Clark’s written 
within a few years describes tho scene. 

"Hut now once more in Boston, 

Upon the State House stair, 

He saw among; the strangers 
Thronging to meet him there, 

One somewhat quaint of ligurc, 

Somewhat old-fashioned grown, 

In hreech’ s, hose and buckles, 

With wig of rusty brown; 

And might have seen unnoting 
Save lor a piercing glance, 

A look ntlll unforgotteu 
Through far-otT years In France, 

That woke a recognition, 

A throb of pleased surprise; 

He cried, ‘There’s .Mr. Grafton! 

I know Id m by his eyes.’ 

Though years have loft their traces, 

No marks of age disguise 

Tho soul, that looks out grandly 
Through Father Grafton’s eyes."

The Island of Capri. 

Rev. Francis Tiffany began his course in 
the Boston Christian Union on Thursday 
evening of last week. The Herald says 
that Mr. Tiffany is one of the many sub- 
jects to the charm which Italy weaves 
around .all travellers of impressionable na- 
ture who enter her domain. He lias the 
gift of casting the same spell about others, 
for ho thoroughly delighted tho audience 
that tilled Norcross Hall, with the lecture 
on “The Island of Capri in tho Bay of 
Naples.” Mr. Tiffany, as may he sur- 
mised from the preceding, has the qualifi- 
cations of a genuine traveller, one who 
journeys to learn. lie lias a passionate 
love of nature— a love which includes not 
only a keen appreciation of landscape 
beauty, a perception both of its grandeur 
and its subtlest influences, hut the love of 
human nature that belongs to a man of 
warm heart, quick in sympathy, and so 
responsive to the impressions made there- 
on by the manifold keys of his senses that 
his journeyings give him that real know- 
ledge of the world which teaches how ex- 
cellent a thing is man, his brother; and 
Mr. Tiffany possesses the rarer faculty of i 
translating these impressions into ade- 
quate language that enables others to feel 
with him. 

Mr. Tiffany’s introduction to Capri was 1 
an admirable piece of wood-painting, show- , 
ing the scene from tho cliffs of Sorrento > 
with the jewelled waters below, tho ex- 
quisite trend of tho coast, and the trans- 
figuring veil of the sun-wovon atmosphere, 
with tlie Island out in the hay, in shape 
like a huge couehant sphvnx, working an 
irresistible spell upon tho beholder, who i 
finally resolves to “see Capri or die!” So 
he takes us to the island and makes us in- j 
timatc with its Titantic rock structure, 
which would ho savage in aspect hut for 
the innumerable hits of cultivation with 
terraced vineyards occupying all nooks 
where they can find space, the lovely 
flowers blooming everywhere, and the 
miracle-working effect of the Italian at- : 
ninsphero, so that there were moments 
when the island on which they stood 
seemed no more palpable than tlie islands 
of heaven that glorify one of our iueninpar- 
alde American sunsets. Making his hear- 
ers acquainted with the people, lie pic- 
tured the dawning aspect of the multitude 
always assembled about the marina, the 
centre of life on the island, and gave an en- 
chanting picture of the beauty of the 
Capri girls, for in ages far hack Capri 
formed a part of Magna Gra cia, and the 
beautiful Greek type still repeats itself 
there.

Y. M. C. A. Anniversary. 


— Rev. Mr. Nichols* sermon last Sunday 
evening was of especial interest to his 
hearers, as lie spoke on the subject of 
“Poverty or Riches,” and pointed out the 
evils attendant on poverty, some of its 
causes, and how it may he avoided, at 
least in part, and gave some startling facts 
and statistics in regard to tho use of beer 
ami tobacco, the two great causes of abject 
poverty and its attendant miseries. Next 
Sunday evening he will treat the subject of 
“Amusements,” in his peculiarly interest- 
ing style. 

— In a temperance sermon delivered in 
Grace church, by the rector last Sunday 
morning, he took the ground that safety 
against the vice of intemporence, mid 
reformation from it, can he hoped for only 
from tho building up of the moral nature.

The hoard of Aldermen met Monday evening, 
In* lionoi Mayor Kind-all pnvddlr.g. AH the mem 
hers were present. The minutes of the last meet- 
ing were read and approved The officers of the 
Street Railway and Electric Light Companies 
were present ns usual. 

Mayor Kimhnll read a communication from 
Messrs. Sylvester and Rowe, the enntrac 
tors who built the Auhurndalc tunnel, offering 
bonds mi $2,.'aK), to cover the mcchuuics’ liens that 
could be placed on the tunnel, and presenting Messrs. 
Wm. A. Holmes of lloston, and Chas. C. ltarton 
of Newton ns their hnndsincn. They were ne 
ecptc ]. TLc bonds ore to be good for 3*» day 
the time in which liens can he placed on the tun- 
nel, and is a* formality to nllow of the contract 
price being paid in full, and secure the city from 
any possible loss, 

A is'tition was received from the New' York and 
New England railway company, asking for the 
appointment of Orlando G. Crowell, n conductor 
on the rond, as a special railroad police officer 
The petitiou was granted, nnd Mr. Crowell was 
appointed. 

Alexander Tyler, appointed as a Democratic 
election officer in Ward 5, handed in his resigna- 
tion, os the Democrats refused to accept his ser- 
vices, on the ground that he did not vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

D. N. B. Coffin asked to have bis three houses 
on Tellium street, Newton Centre, properly 
numbered, and the matter was referred to the 
committee on licenses. Alderman Nickerson said 
that a gentleman had bccu to see him recently, and 
offered to number the houses in the city, and do 
the work systematically, without expense to the 
city, as he would get his pay from those owniug 
buildings. 

A communication was received from Dr. Bunker, 
the city veterinary surgeon, stating that be had dis- 
covered a ease of glanders in a hay horse belonging 
to Louis Bruuncl, on Adams street, and J. F. Win- 
chester, one of the state cattle commissioners, had 
been notified, ns the law directed, nnd he had 
ordered the horse isolated, to await further devel- 
opments, and a consultation between other mem- 
bers of the commission. 

Alderman Powers presented a petition from 
George Linder, to have gas lamps erected on the 
uew street to he called Park uvcuuc ; referred to 
tho lamp committee. 

Aldennnu Pettee presented a petition from L, 
P. Everett and others of Newton Upper Fulls, 
sluting that they owned two small buildings, used 
as bout houses, located ou laud recently purchased 
by the city from Mr. Butts. The latter hud gcucr 
ously allowed the houses to be located on his land, 
and the petitioners asked that the city do the 
same, until other arrangements should be made 
on the luud needed for other purposes; referred to 
the committee on highways. 

An order was presented aud passed, that the 
mayor be authorized to petitiou the Gcncrul Court 
for permission to issue $100,000 additioual in water 
bouds, the said sum to be used for the water con- 
struction account. 

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

Alderman Pettee presented the report of the 
Special Committee, Chief of Fire Department Henry 
L. Bix by, City Engineer Noyes, and Superinten- 
dent of streets Fuller, for determining the location 
of electric light poles. The report provided for 
the location of the poles on one side of the street 
•uly, that the wires should cross the streets only 
where absolutely necessary, and then at us near a 
right angle as possible. The streets named were 
the same as usked for in the petition of the com- 
I*ny. 

City Engineer Not es was called upon, and ex- 
plained the report at length. He said that there 
hid been a relocation of the poles, to a considcra 
hie extent, as it was not deemed advisable <o allow 
the company to use the telephone or fire alarm 
poles, or to cross the streets indiscriminately. It 
was best to ullow the company to locate the poles, 
as they could then follow out the wishes of the 
property owners in front of whose estates the 
poles would he set. The wires should be from 20 
to 25 feet above the ground. 

A recess was than taken to examine the plans 
drawn up by Engineer Smilie. 

After the recess Alderman Ftskc presented an 
order granting the Electric Light company the 
loe..tiou asked for, subject to the statutes of tin: 
slate, and to the existing city ordinances, ami 
those to he passed. The writing was a lengthy 
one, ami the poles used imist he of cedar or chest 
nut, the wires to be at least 15 feet from the 
ground, and 20 feet at the street crossings. The 
location granted was stated to In- the Mime as 
that recommended l»y the committee. 

Alderman Mason asked ihceity solicitor whether 
if tho location was granted, if the hoard could here- 
after pass an ordinance for the regulation of the 
electric lighting, aud if the rights of the city 
would he as well protected as though tho ordi- 
nances were passed before the location was grant- 
ed. 

'Mr. Slocum replied that he could not conceive 
of u case where any rights of the eilv would suf- 
fer. 

Alderman Pettee said that it was like beginning 
at the ridge pole to liiiild a house, ami work down- 
ward. Nevertheless if the rights of the city were 
MUifieiently protected, lie .vas wili ng to vote' f--r it. 

Alderman Fi-ke -aid that the board were obliged 
to gi\c the location, unless it could lie shown that 
the streets would lie seriously incommoded by tin- 
wires. After more dLcussmu tho writing was 
passed, and the Electric Light matter is sett' d.

At the motion of Alderman Mason the street 
railway petition was taken from the table. He 
said that tl-o committee on ordinance- had been 
considering the rules and regulations to lx* report- 
ed, hut there were so many things to discuss, that 
the committee were not ready to report. He 
therefore asked that the street railway matter be 
postponed until Dec. 7th. His reason for making 
the motion, was that one of the aldermen was 
very anxious to leave, bin he did not wish to 
go if the street railway question whs to come up 
for discussion. 

At the motion of AldcrmanFiske, it was afterwards 
reconsidered, nnd postponed to the next meeting Af 
tho hoard, to be held as soon ns the council has suf- 
ficiently progressed with the appropriation hills, to 
allow of notion being taken upon them. The hills 
must he passed this month, and the meeting will 
either he held next week or on the 20th instant. 
The date is left to the discretion of the Mayor. 

ALDERMAN GRANT EXPLAINS. 

Alderman Grant moved to take from the table 
the resolution passed hv the Common Council, in 
regard to the walks of ihe Williams School, and the 
hoard do not concur. He read from the Gkaphic’h 
ropoit of the proceedings in t lie Council, the 
speech of n councilman, (Mr. Atherton,) in which 
Mr. Grant was charged with refusing to allow tho 
remainder 'bf the appropriation for the Williams 
School improvements to he expended in concret- 
ing the walks. He said that the statement made 
by the councilman was totally incorrect. There 
was no special appropriation of $750 for the Wil- 
liams School us stated. That sum might have 
bceu mentioned by the public property committee 
of last year ns required, but no special sum was 
set apart, and the committee this year had spent 
the money as the work required it shoiihl he. As 
regards the Williams School house, the committee 
intended to do the concreting if the money held 
out, but $2,000 had had to he expended that was not 
anticipated at the beginning of the year, and the 
committee Imd had to cut down elsewhere. $100 
had been taken from Ward 2 buildings, and the 
same thing had been done in Ward (i and else- 
where, and the committee have proceeded on that 
basis, and cut down where it was possible, in order 
to keep within the appropriation. The work 
about the Williams School house had tint been left 
to tho chairman of the committee as was stated, 
hut the committee had looked after the work and 
had approved. On the 30lh of September, at a 
meeting at which all the members hut this council- 
man were present, the chairman was directed by the 
committee not to spend any more money on the Wil- 
liams School house. The chairman of the public 
property committee has never assumed to say how 
money should he spent, and he only made this 
statement to correct a wrong impression. As for 
the case in question, if there was auv money left 
which could he used for the purpose, the walks 
would ho concreted, and if not. they would not be. 
The work which was absolutely neccssnrv would 
he done first, aud the committee had and would 
exercise the host of their judgment in the matter. 

Alderman Mason said lie wished to add his testi- 
mony. The chairman of the public property com- 
mittee and himself were good friends, und he hud 
often consulted him in regard to t lie Williams 
School improvements, ns well as other things. 
Hence they had been in perfect accord in regard 
to this matter from the beginning, aud he wished 
to second all the remarks of the Alderman from 
Ward 2. The board then adjourned. 


The Reason Wliy. 

"The most striking tiling about Boston, 
now that John L. Sullivan has left town,” 
writes a New York exile, "is the crowded 
condition of all passenger trains leaving 
the city. This unpleasant state of things 
becomes less and less marked, however, as 
the distance from Boston increases, and 
the suburban population is gradually re-ab- 
sorbed.” 

The main fact of this statement is noted 
with singular accuracy, but its explanation 
evinces a wonderful lack of penetration on 
the part of the observer. The real reason 
for this over-crowding is as follows; 

When a Boston man leaves home bo is 
brought down to the train in a safe-mover’s 
wagon, and lifted on board with a derrick. 
He is a big man there, and fills a great 
•leal of the ear. But as bis native town re- 
cedes, be shrinks to bis normal propor- 
tions, and by the time the train reaches 
New York be lias shrunk down to the size 
of a boy, with the result above noted. 

When lie comes back be is able to travel 
on a half ticket, thus saving expense. 

This explains why incoming trains be- 
come more and more closely packed as 
they near the Hub.— F. K. ( base, in Life.

* 0,,,an " ho 18 « citizen of this Cominor 
wealth, of twenty-one years of age and upward 
(except paupers, persons under guardfeiiship, an 
persons excluded by article twenty of tho ament 
ments to the constitution,) who has resided with! 
tlie state one year, and within the city or town i 
which she claims a right to vote, six months nex 
preceding any election of school committees, an 
who has paid by herself, her parent, guardian o 
trustee, a state, county, city or town tax assesse 
upon her or her trustee in this state within tw 
years next preceding such election, shall have 
right to vote in all such elections for members o 
school committees. 

Any woman, who is a citizen of this Common 
wea tli, may, on or before the fifteenth day of Hen 
teinber in any year, give notice in writing, accom 
panted by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors o 
a city or town, that she was on the first day of Mn 
of that year an inhabitant thereof, and that sh 
desires to pay a poll tax, and to furnish under oatl 
a true list of her estate, both real and personal, no 
exempt from taxation, and she shall thereupon b 
assessed for her poll, not exceeding fifty cent-, am 
for her estate, nnd the assessors shall, on or l>efor 

the twentieth day of September, return her nanv 
to the registrars of voters or hoard clinrged witl 
the preparation of tho list of voters of the city o 
town in the list of the parsons so assessed. Tin 
taxes so assessed shall be entered in the tax list o 
the collector of the city or town, and lie shall col 
lect any pay over the same In the manner specific* 
in his wnrrant.

paid in any other place in the State than Newton, 
her receipted tax hill must he shown to the Regis- 
trars.

TWO MODERN HERMITS. 


Wo had boon whirling our tricycles for a 
fortnight in tho south of Franco, traversing 
tho country of Provence, tho land of the 
Troubadours, crossing and recrossing tho 
Rhone and Durance livers, visiting tho Ro- 
man ruins, tho Amphitheatres, tho Pont 
Aqueduct, and numberless other places of 
historical interest. 

Growing impatient of tho hard whito 
sameness on tho great routes of travel, we 
slipped out of them by the back roads, 
where we had tho pleasure of meeting tho 
French peasant under his own vines and 
olive trees. 

It was in tho month of October. The 
olives were ripe, and at tho cosy side 
aube.ryv. the mistress set them before ns. 
freshly plucked and slightly salted, with 
bunches of grapes only just beginning to 
wither into raisins. With nice bread in 
abundance, lamb cutlets, and stewed hari- 
cot occasionally, we found the plait) coun- 
try faro entirely satisfactory. 

The scenery was delightful. Tho season, 
tho very best wo could have chosen. One 
evening, a little after sunset, we arrived at 
tho Valley of Roquefavour, a small oasis 
of verdure among mountains of limestone. 
The wooded summits tower above this lit- 
tle glen where wo put tip for the night. 

Near by is the great stone aqueduct 
which conveys water to tho city of Mar- 
seilles. It is a stupendous work of art. It 
extends across from the summit on one 
side to the summit on the other, built up 
in three tiers of arches from the bottom of 
the valley. Wo clambered up the side of 
the mountain and crept out to the middle 
arch of tho first tier. Though it was a 
bright moonlight, and the walls twenty-five 
or thirty feet thick, wo could not stand up- 
right and look up to tho arch above with- 
out dizziness. The vastness of the span 
seemed to be blended with that of the sky 
itself, and below was the bed of tbo river. 

Tho next morning wo turned from the 
highway into a gorge of the mountains, to 
find the abode of a hermit said to live 
somewhere there. Expecting to sec 
“A recess hi some rude rock, 
lfook, heads and maple dish his meagre stock,” 

wo were surprised to find a place well ap- 
pointed, well kept, and very comfortable. 
The rocks arc piled up in horizontal strata 
to a great height, on each side ol' a wedge- 
shaped crevice opening outwards to the 
road. The lower part is closed up with a 
high concrete wall, and the interior space 
of about a couple of acres graded in par- 
allel terraces to retain the soil. Thus the 
thrifty hermit obtains a fine garden plot, 
sheltered from all winds, well watered, and 
shut out from the world. 

We approached tho portal and pulled a 
handle, to which a bell responded up 
among the rocks, and presently a cowled 
head appeared, and we were welcomed to 
the hospitalities of the place. A long 
grapery extended over the entrance path, 
which skirts the base of tho perpendicular 
cliff. The shelves of the surrounding rocks 
support picturesque masses of vines, lit- 
tle er and shrubbery. 

With the bright sun and genial soil of 
Provence, the old hermitage of “the 
chauntcd hymn and solitary prayer,” is 
as respectable as any “inaison de cam- 
pagne.” The hermit treated us very po- 
i litely, and took the pains to show us his 
■< dwelling, and his excavations along the 
face of the rocks for places of meditation, 
and also his kitchen garden. 

lie is a Spaniard by birth, and an eccle- 
siastic. We found him well informed and 
communicative. lie appeared to regard 
our visit anything but an intrusion, rather 
as a favor rendered, especially as wo were 
pilgrims from that far-off land of romance, 
America. Wo parted from tho good man 
with great reluctance, and sis we left he 
gave us si lettev of introduction to an old 
friend of his, a nobleman who lives as a 
hermit in an ancestral chateau in another 
part of France. 

“You may bo psissing that way,” he 
said, “and like to esill. You will find him 
too a different kind of hermit from smy you 
have ever road about.” 

On our winding way to the North of 
Franco we made si long detour to avail our- 
selves of so rare an opportunity for sid ven- 
ture. Having loesd guide-books and maps 
wo found the place without much diffi- 
culty, and ascertained that the owner of 
tho estate was si very eccentric personage 
by, common report. Thus we were pre- 
pared for all kinds of oddities. Still it was 
si surprise when wo arrived at the ontrsmeo 
to find it so wretched an affair. One would 
take it for the outside of si mere farm. 

However this was the very place. Upon 
tho wall hung si huge boll, and at tho end 
of a rope wo read, “ring gently, if you 
please.” We approached it and gave the 
piiVro si slight pull. It was answered in- 
stiintly by a din of bells and horns, ser- 
vants ran ami shouted, dogs barked, and 
wo felt like running off the way we came, 
Imi they who opened the gsite seemed sis 
nough nothing unusual had happoned, 
took our letter courteously and invited us 
all to enter. 

We then perceived that the walls, so 
humble in appearance from tho highway, 
wore faced Innidc with smooth stone, suid 
the gate lodge was sm elegant Suisse affair. 
The rough wsills soon from the road merely 
enclosed the old ditch or fosse, that sur- 
rounds a chateau. This latter we were to 
roach by si long avenue planted with apple 
trees, ami so full of gravel stones and rub- 
bish that we wore in dread of some acci- 
dent, when a peasant pointed out to us sm- 
other alley smooth and shady, on which we 
rolled as comfortably as over a carpet to 
the eutrauce of the domain proper. 

Hero wo were brought up sill standing, 
by a narrow foot-bridge without railing, 
and underneath what looked like stagnant 
water covered thick with green moss. 
When we had reached the other side safely 
one of the servants was soon running down, 
back and forth, over this apparent bog, 
which proved to be a solid greenswsird in- 
geniously covered with siquatic plant s. 

They must have enjoyed our bewilder- 
ment. As we mounted the broad marble 
steps of the terrace, crowned with antique 
vases, we were more than surprised. Tho 
old turretod stone mansion, dating almost 
to the middle ages, the time-stained statu- 
ary, the mossy fountains and grottoes, the 
soft semi-tropical languor and Eden-like 
repose of centuries of high culture, were 
unlike anything we had over seen. A 
stream of water meandered here and there, 
with ponds and artistic bridges, and mass- 
ive trees casting deep shadows in the morn- 
ing sun. 

At that moment M. l)e la * 7- ap- 

peared, and soon made us feel quite at 


homo. While chatting I10 drew out a snuff- 
box studded with diamonds and filled with 
dead spiders. Ho took one quietly and 
swallowed it, while directing our attention 
to somo point in tho landscape. 

“Do you liko bonbons,” ho said to me— 
“they aro slightly acid and very refreshing 
to tho mouth of a morning.” 

And ho ato another spider. I took one 
myself, and found it a very pleasant con- 
fection. Then wo explored tho paik, 
which was very fine. On a sudden I 
jumped aside, being near stepping into a 
machine labelled “wolf-trap.” At that in-

in the early history of the Boston & Al- 
bany road are recalled, and there are the 
usual columns of local news and com- 
ments. 

WHO SHALL RE .UAVORt 

It is generally conceded that the candi- 
dates for Mayor in the coming election will 
bo His Honor, Mayor Kimball, and Alder- 
man Samuel L. Powers. No partisan issue 
is involved, as both are Republicans of such 
standing that they served on. important 
committees in the state election. It is to 
bo merely a question of men, and on such 
au issue the friends of Mayor Kimball 
have certainly no reason to fear de- 
feat. He has held the office for three 
years, and during that time has given the 
most of his time to looking faithfully and 
liouestly after the affairs of the city. Not 
the slightest fault is found with his admin- 
istration. His experience in city affairs is 
probably greater than that of any other 
citizen, and that experience will be of 
special value to the city the coming year. 
He has been so long a resident of Newton, 
that he has a deep interest in the prosperity 
of the city, and everything which nlTects it. 

He does not seek the office, and would 
willingly make way for a better candidate, 
if one should be brought' forward, hut 
there seems no geod reason why Newton 
should not take advantage of his experi- 
ence, and retain him in office, as Providence 
did Mayor Doyle, who made that city one 
of the best governed cities in New England. 

Mayor Kimball also has no special politi- 
cal ambition, and does not desire to use 
the position of mayor as a stepping stone 
to political preferment. The position is 
too honorable and important a one to be 
used for sucli a purpose, and it ought not 
to he made a mere political office. We do 
not need a politician in the Mayor’s chair, 
but we do need a man who has the time 
ami the disposition to perform his duties. 

If young and ambitious men are desir- 
ous of political preferment, the way to get 
it is to go before the people in state or 
national politics, on some of the leading 
issues of the day, and show what stnlT 
they are made of. Then if they are worthy 
of promotion they will get it. The office 
of the mayor of Newton ought not to he 
made merely a gilded badge for politicians 
to strive after. 

The Republicans of Newton ought to 
take higher ground in nominating a mayor, 
than that taken by some politial conven- 
tions, which give their honors to the men 
who have sought them most persistently. 
“The office should seek the man, and not 
the man the office,” may be old fashioned 
doctrine, l ut it explains the cause that has 
brought about many Republican defeats in 
state and national campaigns. 

HOHHTAL MUHrOAV, 

As next Sunday has been appointed for 
voluntary contributions for the Cottage 
Hospital, it is hoped that there will be a 
generous response, and that the people will 
show that they appreciate the good work 
which the Hospital is doing. Collections 
will be taken up in all the churches tor the 
support of the Hospital for the coining 
year, and there is no other mission work 
which appeals so directly to Newton people 
as this. The need of money is urgent, 
ami ns its benelits are offered to all 
classes, the contributions should be prompt 
ami generous. 

Envelopes are to be distributed in all the 
churches, iu which coutributious are to bo 
pl-f ' and upon the envelopes is printed 
a f<**v ♦acts concerning the hospital. 

The dosing paragraph is an important 
out, ami deserves to be generally knowu.

lour of the patients thus far cared for. 
Now that the Hospital has started so 
auspiciously in its benetioeiit work, it is be- 
lieved the churches will gladly increase 
their contributions this year, providing a 
large part of the *3 MK) required for its cur- 
rent expenses.

ONE reform thnt Is urgently needed in 
Newton, is the numbering of bouses. The 
present plan does well enough for a country 
village, where every one knows everyone 
else, but in a city the size of Newton il. is 
a great inconvenience. Strangers who 
come here to call on a resident, find that 
their friends live somewhere on a certain 
street, and have to call usually at a half 
dozen houses before finding the right one. 
A gentleman was telling of his adventure 
the other tiny, in ono of the most thickly 
settled wards of the city. The person of 
whom he was in search was put down in 
the directory as living near the corner of a 
certain street. After going over the ground 
twice, and ringing at half a dozen doms, 
he found tlio liouso he sought was nearly a 
mile from the corner mentioned. This is 
only one out of a hundred cases that might 
he mentioned, and which show the necessity 
of having the houses numherod. The mat- 
ter came up incidentally in the hoard of 
Aldermen, Monday night, on the petition 
of a Newton Centre gentleman to have his 
houses numbered. Alderman Nickerson 
stated that a man was ready to proceed 
systematically with the work of number- 
ing the houses iu the city, if he were grant- 
ed the requisite permission, without ex- 
pense to the city, as he would look to the 
residents to bo beneiitted for bis pay. The 
city ought to take immediate advantage of 
such an offer. 

The Waltham Free Press and the 
Record are both rather sensitive to the 
ehargo that Waltham delegates, after dic- 
tating a candidate in the Republican Sena- 
torial convention, failed to do anything to- 
wards electing Mr. Fletcher, The Free 
Press pleads that the population of Wal- 
tham is ‘‘far more subject to outside influ- 
ences than that of Newton,” whatever that 
may mean, and adds: ‘‘We could tell some 
had stories about Newton Republicans and 
their work against Mr. Fletcher in Waltham 
if we were so disoosed.” It the Free 
Press really knows any had stories it ought 
to tel! them at once, and relievo its mind. 
Newton people are interested in this mat- 
ter, and would like to know to what the 
Free Press alludes. 

Dr. M’Cosii lias got a good deal of free 
advertising out of the Harvard celebration, 
and perhaps that was what the shrew old 
Scotchman was after, hut it is not a 
kind of advertising that most sensible men 
would care about. There was nothing in 
Dr. Holmes’s poem to rouse an or- 
dinary man’s wrath, and his complaint that 
Princeton professors were slighted in the 
conferring of degrees reminds one of a 
child’s party where one of the guests gets 
mad and won’t play, because some one else 
got a bigger slice of cake. 

The critics seem to he as much a vari- 
ance in regard to Mrs. Langtry as they are 
concerning Mary Anderson. Readers in 
search of information arc told that she lias 
made an immense improvement since her 
last appearance here, that she has not im- 
proved at all, that she is the personifica- 
tion of grace and beauty, that she is stiff, 
awkward, and not remarkable for good 
looks, and so on. Nevertheless the Jersey 
Lily lias large and enthusiastic audiences 
wherever she appears, and that is the es- 
sential thing. 

The death of Ex-President Arthur will 
cause sorrow throughout the land. He be- 
came President at a trying time, hut he so 
conducted himself that he won the affec- 
tion and respect of the people. Had he 
been nominated, as a large portion of the 
Republican party desired, Mr. Cleveland 
would never have been Piesident. 

Extra meetings for registration are ad- 
vertised to-day, and those entitled to vote 
should have their names placed on the list. 

CIJTV EI.EITIOV XVOTEM. 

In Ward One, Councilman Collin will 
probably he nominated for Alderman, and 
Councilman Hollis will be renominated, as 
as he is wanted for President of the Com- 
mon Council. 

I u Ward Two, the old ticScct will he re- 
nominated, as the people there are not in- 
clined to let Alderman Grant retire, as lie 
desires. He has been a valuable official, 
and his retirement would be a loss to the 
city. 

Ward Three is so well satisfied with her 
representatives, that they will all lie re- 
nominated. 

Iu Ward Four, Alderman Fiske wishes 
to retire, but lie should be persuaded to ac- 
cept another term. First class business 
men are wanted iu the board of aldermen. 

There will probably be no change in the 
representation from Ward Five, although 
as the ward is a close one politically, the 
result is in some doubt.

Councillifen Ross and 
Edmunds will also decline to serve again, it 
is said, so that this ward will have to get 
up au entire new ticket. 

in Ward Seven, Messrs A iirrcn 1*. Tyler, 
\Y. IL Brackett, and Councilman French 
are all spoken of as candidates for the of- 
fice of alderman, and for tiie council, Mr. 
Kennedy will he renominated. A citizen’s 
ticket composed of W. J. i'ollctl aud J. C. 
ivy is talked of, which would probably 
stand a good chance of wiuniug. 

In Ward Six there is a moveineut to 
nominate Dr. Pierce of Zion’s Herald, and 
Rev. Amos Lawrence, as members of the 
School Committee, in place of Messrs. Bar- 
ton and Phil brick. Ward Six could not 
nuke a better choice, au the two gentle- 
men are authorities on all educational mat- 
ters. 

Dr. Shinn ought to he unanimously re- 
turned as a member of the School board 
from Ward Seven. Few members have 1 
done more for the schools than he.

But tho Boston real estate, though tho 
largest item in the account, is not the only 
one as showing the want of foresight in 
the corporators. 

Even thirty years ago there was but one 
man on tho hoard of directors of the Bos- 
ton Worcester Railroad who could see 
what would lie needed in towns along the 
line, and that was the lion. Ginory 
Twioliell, the president; and now in the 
city of Newton alone the present corpora- 
tion has been obliged to more than quad- 
ruple its yard facilities for tho reception 
and delivery of merchandise, while it is 
scrimped at every point for decent passen- 
ger accommodation. 

The energy and vitality of this great 
corporation is, however, visible in the way 
which it is every day grasping these prob- 
lems of accommodation, and still there is 
a vast amount of land adjacent to tho pro- 
perty ot tho corporation which t he corpor- 
ation must have within tho next decade, 
property which to-day can ho bought for a 
song, hut which ton years hence will meas- 
ure its surface value liy dollars per foot. 
The moral of the Sybillino leaves applies 
hero.

Newton ami the Boston ic Albany. 

“Franklin” writes to the Saturday Even- 
ing Gazette in regard to tho purchase of 
the Harkins estate in Ward 2, by the Bos- 
ton & Albany corporation, at a good round 
sum, and says: This of itself is an unim- 
portant and insignificant fact in connection 
with the mammoth operations of such a 
corporation as the Boston A- Albany. Still, 
it recalls to mind some discussions in the | 
old board of directors of the Boston A* 
Worcester Railroad and the old anecdote of 
1*. I*. F. Degrand, which has been repeated 
several times, but which I will record at. 
this time, though I risk a laugh froth my 
old-time friend, Bigelow Coffin, who, by 
the way, if his modesty did not interfere, [ 
could discount me any day so far as lemi- 
niscenees of Old Boston are concerned. 

When the Boston A* Worcester corpora- 
tion was first chartered the opposition was ‘ 
intense. The principal towns, such as 
iVatertown. Waltham, Weston, and so on. 
bitterly objected to the rail route being 
laid alongside the old stage route and 
through their centres. 

A southerly line was then decided upon, 
which avoided all these centres, and the 
present route through Newton was fixed. 
Through the far-sigliteduess of the J I on. 
William Jacksou, then the principal resi- | 
dent of Newton, the right of way was 
granted through the town and largely 
through Needham and Natick as far as 
Framingham. 

Land then— say, from Winship’s Gardens 
in Brighton to South Framingham— hail 
little or no appreciable value, except at 
•’Angier’s t'orner,” now Newton, and 
“Squash End,” now West Newton. The 
riglii of way ankril for was little more than 
the ordinary width of a county road. Four 1 
and six times the amount would have hfieli 
readily f /lent, and the intervening sections j 
could have been bought at a nominal price. 

When 1*. V. F. Degrand was questioned 
and cross-questioned in Faneuil Hall as to 
how much land would bo required for ter- 
minal facilities in Boston, right of way ; 
over the line, local passenger stations, etc., j 
he, with that inimitable French *anyfroid\ 
replied: “Say for Boston lifty acres, along 
the line all you can got, and for local sta- 
tions think of the future.” 

1 have said that for the first twenty-one 
miles, say as far as South Framingham, the 
right of way was mostly a gift. The Find 
and Hals from the old shipyard — now “Cot- 
tage Farm Station”— in as far as the foot 
of Church street, had, with tho exception 
of the Mill property, but a nominal value. 

I think 1 am justified in saying that at one 
time it was offered for nine inillu per foot. 
Degrand urged the purchase by tho corpor- 
ation, and singularly enough ho remarked 
in his argument: “Gentlemen, w hat you 
don’t want for your purposes will bo en- 
hanced in value as your road opens up fa- 
cilities, for, gentlemen, the railroad will in- 
crease tho city.”

Tim mooting in behalf uT tho Western 
Indians which wait hold at tho Eliot church 
on tho loth, under tlm niiMpicea of the 
“Newton Indian Association,” was attend- 
ed by a la lire and appreciative audience. 
Had tho people of Newton been aware of 
the excellent manner in which tho subject 
would bo presented, nbt. a seat in that 
largo auditorium would have boon unoc- 
cupied. 

Mr. Joshua W. Davis, president of tho 
Newton Indian Association, presided, and 
after inviting Dr. Gould to invoke God’s 
blessing on the causo (which ho did most 
earnestly) Mr. Davis very expressively Ret 
forth the object of the meeting. lie allud- 
ed to the fact that hero where the Gospel 
was first preached to tho Indians from tho 
Protestant point of view by the apostle 
Eliot, now in an edifice called after his 
name, it was most appropriate that we 
should meet to consider tho wrongs which 
had k for two hundred years been perpetra- 
ted against that people, their need of civili- 
zation and religious instruction. He pic- 
tured graphically how tho greed of white 
men had driven them from the eastern sea- 
board step by step, from their homes, their 
hunting-grounds anil cultivated fields, until 
a similar process from tho western shore 
mot the tide and pressed them Into what 
were most singularly called, “Reserva- 
tions.” There are in the United States 250,- 
000 Indians, and of these, 200,000 had 
never been reached by tho Gospel. Have 
they not claims upon us quite equal to tho 
residents of Asia or the far-off islands? 
They have an instinct of reverence and 
worship, and, not being betttr taught, 
bow before every thing majestic which 
their senses perceive — tho mountain, the 
cateract, the great rivers, the sun. This 
instinct needs our guidance. 

The Indian Association of Newton is 
fully organized and is daily increasing 
in strength. Its objects are three fold. 
First, to influence Congress to givo the 
tribes not only protection against further 
encroachments, but the right of access to our 
courts of law, and, as rapidly as possible, 
land in severalty and rights of citizenship. 
Second, by the establishment among them 
of missionary schools (many to be conduct- 
ed by devoted women) to teach the arts of 
domestic life, where woman is a help-meet 
and not a drudge, respected and not de- 
graded; and Third, for which this meeting 
is particularly called to consider and act, 
to disseminate religious knowledge and 
the principles of Christianity. 

Rev. A. L. Riggs, principal of the Nor- 
Training School for Indian youths at San- 
tee, Neb., was then introduced. Ho 
proved himself to be a gentleman of unu- 
sual powers of eloquence. His earnestness 
and zeal captivated his listeners, while he 
recounted the wrongs and the just claim of 
the people among whom ho is laboring. 
How he and his colaborers had suffered for 
want of pecuniary aid to carry on the 
work, how successfully they had struggled, 
but must have further assistance. lie 
brought tears into many eyes, and pain 
into many consciences as he described a 
scene in which one of their female mission 
aries sat in a tepee by the side of a dying 
Indian maiden, and told her about God 
and Jesus, and tho joys of an hereafter; 
when tho listening girl exclaimed, “How 
long have you white people known all this”? 
“Always, from our earliest youth.” “Then 
why have you not told us long ago?” And 
at that moment she passed on. “Why,” 
said Mr. Riggs, “Why has not this been 
told long ago, or why shall it not be told 
them now?” 

He concluded by introducing Rev. 
Artomas Ehnnmani. a full blooded Sioux 
Indian, pastor of tho Congregational 
church at Santee. He was formerly a 
great hunter in his tiibe, but became a 
Christian and a preacher. His strongly 
marked Indian features, lofty boariinr and 
emphatic gesticulation were very striking. 
Hu spoke in his native tongue, pausing at 
every period, while an interpreter gave the 
substance of bis speech. This naturally 
Unmoored the flow of his utterance; but 
tho novolty of the whole affair made it in- 
teresting, and demonstrated powerfully the 
difficulty which must be encountered by 
our missionaries in their intercourse with 
the people whom they would teach and in- 
fluence. 

The quintette of Indian youth added 
much to the interest of the evening. They 
were clad in the dresses of civilization; no , 
Indian adornments, as many expected. 
Three modest, self-posessed maidens and 
two men ; all with strongly marked Indian 
features. With a piano accompaniment 
they sang several of our well known 
hymns and ono of their Indian chains, this 
last in the Indian language. The reverent, 
self-poised bearing of all of them gave 
pleasure to all, and sent many away with feel- 
ings of gratitude that so much was being 
done, and with a determination that more 
should be done. 

Rev. Charles W. Shelton, financial secre- 
tary of the American Missionary Associa- 
tion, closed the meeting. lie detailed 
briefly but clearly tho necessity of the 
work ; tho financial embarrassments which 
it had encountered, and how much could 
bo done if further funds could bo procured. 
Ho thanked the friends for what they had 
already done, and assured them that their 
contributions had been judiciously ex- 
pended. Cards were distributed, to be 
signed by any who desired to join tho 
“Newton Indian Association,” and pay ono 
dollar annually to aid tho work. Many . 
were signed. Rev. Mr. Ehnamaui uttered 
the benediction in the Dakota language. 

This sketch of the meeting gives but a 
meagre and insufficient account of it; it 
should have been witnessed to enable any 
one to drink of its full interest and signifi- 
cance.

There is an article on “The Hospital 
Problem” by The Right lion., the Earl* of 
Derby, who has been for many years presi- 
dent of tho Hospital for Consumptives at 
Brompton. A paragraph from this article 
is as follows: 

“That leads me to notico what I have 
often mentioned before, the comparatively 
small number of people by whom medical 
charities and, indeed, all charities are sup- 
ported. You will find a few who give even 
above their means, and many who give 
more or less liberally; hut you will also 
find in every town that I know anything of, 
that a very large proportion of tho well-to- 
do, altogether or almost wholly evade their 
duty in this respect. That is an evil in 
many ways, and it tends to grow, because 
nobody likes to think that ho is doing 
more than his duty only in order that 
somebody else may do less.” 

In another article in the same paper on 
the theme that the burden of work always 
falls on the “willing horse,” the writer 
says, “It is the duty of every man who can 
spare a shilling annually (and who can 
not?) to spare it for these most noble and 
most useful institutions. If every man 
gave the smallest tithe, even of his super- 
fluities, the hospitals would bo rich.”

New- 
ton Highlands, takes place Friday evening, 
Nov. mil. 

— Dev. J. XV. Lindsay, Presiding Elder of 
Boston District, will preach at the Metho- 
dist Church Sunday morning. Sermon by 
the pastor in tho evening; subject, “Is 
labor dignified?” 

— The col lections made in the different 
churches on Hospital Sunday should he 
forwarded to the treasurer.

These meetings are now in 
charge of Mr. Haskell, who has been ap- 
pointed chairman of the devotional com- 
mittee, and interesting speakers and ser- 
vices will he tho order every Sunday after- 
noon in the future. No contribution boxes 
are passed, and all are invited, especially 
young men, who will find these services 
interesting and profitable. 

— The last Friday evening meeting at 
Eliot Church vestry was the soeuc of a 
pleasant surprise to Dev.

The School Committee. 


The school board met ou Wednesday evening, 
There were present Messrs. Ames. Hagar, Weed. 
Stone, Gould, Smith, Dickinson, Pbilbrick, Wal- 
ton, Converse, French, and Rev. Dr. Shinn. The 
j appointment of Miss Annie E. Merritt of Monta- 
1 gue as teacher in the fi.-st district, and of Mils 
I Mary E. XX'all and Miss Murv Noble as una-sigued 
I teachers was confirmed. The expenses of the lat- 
ter in going to ami from the schools to which they 
might he assigned was ordered paid. The expen- 
ses tor the current month were reported at £10,580.- 
67, and a balance of £10,166.96 is left unexpended. 
The city council was asked to transfer -00 iron* 
the appropriation for schools to that for school inci- 
dentals. Mr. Converse recommended that the 
rules be amended so that the committee could pay 
higher salaries to new teachers; referred. The 
committee on text hooks recommended the pur- 
chase of eleven sets of a new kind of anatomical 
studies, at £J.j each, aud the agent was present-' 
and exhibited them. The illustrations are certain* 
lv very realistic and would he a great addition tot: 
dissecting room, but Dr. Shinn suggested tkwl it - 
was currying the study of physiology ratberuoo 
far to use these maps in the Grammar school*, .al- 
though a set for the High school would 6c valu- 
able. It was not well to terrify sm»kL*hfidrer. 
with too vivid representations of tin* wonderful 
way iu which they were made. After consider- 
able debate, iu which Superintendent Emerson; 
Mr. Philbriek and Mr, Weed urged their pur- 
chase. and Messrs. Dickiuson, (.'oowese and Wal- 
ton doubted the wisdom of using them imlociimin- 
atclv in the Grammar schools, rite order was 
mollified, ami only three were onlVreil. 

The salaries of Miss Harriett S. Bachelder of 
the Williams school, ami Mi--* Georgia Beckman of 
the Masna school were fixed ut £550. 

Dr. Shinn reported from the committee on 
music, ami said that the teacher of music fouud 
that all but 10 per cent of the scholars iu the 
schools were able to sing, but lie fouud grout dirti- 
culty ia teaching in the lower grades from the 
lack of suitable charts and books. The music 
committee had recommended that suitable charts 
he purchased, but the tex* book committee ikd-ro- 
fused. The music teacher asked that the- /O- 
book committee allow him to appear before the*V 
ami explain the difficulties. After some discus- 
sion the committee promised to give him uu 

pull unity. ’ 

The report of the Evening School was read, aud 
it was stated that it was one of the three eveuiug 
schools in the state regarded as successful. 

The salary of Miss Helen M. Kekmauu of tb* 
Hamilton school was fixed at food. 

Appleton’s Science primers were recommended 
for use in the High School, aud Uosmer’s Life of 
Samuel Adams as a reading hook. 

It was voted to change the noon storm >i> r ual 
from 1.15 to 12.45, the change to begin January l. 

After other rr|*ort» of utiuor iutcivst, and some 
unimportant routiue business, the board ad- 
journed.

The Common Council mot Monday cvcn- 
itiR, with all the number** present, .llusi- 
neRS from tbe Common Council was dis- 
posed of in concurrence. 

When the resolution in regard to the 
Williams school came up, Councilman Ath- 
erton made a reply to Alderman Grant's 
speech. Ho read from the records of the 
meetings of the puhlu pioperty committee 
in support of his statements at the previ- 
ous meeting. On April 20, a vote was 
passed, appointing him a sub-committee to 
secure estimates of grading ami concreting 
about the Williams school. On April 80, it 
was voted that the chairman, Alderman 
Grant, and Councilman Atherton ho a sub- 
committee to do the work, the expense not 
to exceed $750. “I did the grading, and 
saw Mr. Simpson about the concreting; 
Alderman Grant said it had better not tie 
done in hot weather, hut Mr. Simpson said 
that the concrete could he laid in hot weath- 
er' as well as at any time. I saw tire city en- 
gineer and procured the number of square 
yards desired, and Mr. Grant promised to 
soo Mr. Simpson about it. September 
came— live months after the order was 
passed, and nothing was done. The chair- 
man says that a vote was passed at a com- 
mittee meeting, at which I was not pres- 
ent, not to do the. concreting. The meet- 
ing was held Sept. 30th, at which I was 
present, but a half hour late, as I made a 
mistake about the hour of meeting. It 
was then voted not to do the work till it 
was found that there was money enough to 
do it. On October 1st, by the auditor’s re- 
port, there was $*2,035 left of the appropria- 
tion, and the concreting would only have 
cost $250. The chairman put me in the 
wrong light in the other board, and 1 make 
these quotations from the records to show 
that I was rifcht. Since the statement 
made by me in the previous council meet- 
ing, a portion of the concrete has been laid 
around the school building. With these 
remarks, 1 am willing to concur with the 
other board in regard to the resolutions.’’ 

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Judge John C. Park, Dr. J. F. Frisbie 
and Jesse Fewkes presented a petition 
from the Newton Natural History Society, 
showing the great benefit the society is to 
Newton as a means of public instruction, 
and seating that their valuable collection of 
minerals, which ought to bo open for pub- 
lic inspection, was now* stored in the house 
of the curator of the society. It should he 
a branch of the public library, for the in- 
struction of the people, and it was asked 
that a room in the library be devoted to it, 
where the minerals could be properly dis- 
played. It was also stated that the socie- 
ty’s place of meeting in Eliot Lower Hall 
was unsuitable from the lack of ventilation 
and the disturbing noises in the building, 
ami the society petitioned that Armory 
Hall bo given to them for their monthly 
meetings, rent free, on such evenings as 
would not interfere with the military com- 
pany. for their public lectures. The peti- 
tion was referred to the committeo on pub- 
lic property. 

ESTIMATES FOR T1IE COMING YEAR. 

The report of the Finance Committee in 
regard to the estimated receipts and expen- 
ditures for the coining year was received 
aud accepted; the receipts are estimated at 
$1 15,850 — $2,700 less than last year; the in- 
come from meters and service pipe is put 
at $2,000 less, the National hank tax $1,000 
less; these were adopted without debate. 
The almshouse expenses and repairs are 
put at $4,000— the same as last year; the 
Armory expenses at $1,400, which includes 
an order of $400 charged to 1887. There 
was some debate over this, as it was an in- 
crease of $700 over last year, hut the ex- 
pense of lighting, heating and caring for 
the present Armory is greater than for the 
old one; for books, stationery, and printing 
th * estimate is $2,800— an increase of $150; 
for board of health, t lie same as last year, 
$4,000. and for burial grounds and superin- 
tendent’ s salary, $400. All were adopted. 

flic salary ot the City Engineer is raised 
from $2,100 to $2,500. aud caused quite an 
extended debate; Councilman Billings 
amended that it be made the same as lasr 
year. He thought the present salary was a 
liberal one for the office, that plenty of men 
would take it for that, and did not like the 
idea of continually increasing the salaries, 
especially as it was the high salaries that 
always received the increase. 

President French called Councilman Cof- 
fin to the chair, and spoke in favor of the 
increase of salary. The City Engineer, lie 
said, was the one officer in the City Hall 
which should he paid more than any other. 
It was tin- only one w hich required a spec- 
ial education and years of study to lit a 
man for the position; it would he impossible 
to lill his place lor It:-* than $3,500. He U contin- 
ually called ou by all the di | utmcntH, and in the 
Highway department especially ho renders a great 
deal of valuable service, lie acted as clerk fur 
the committee, aud. is kept at the City Hull ut all 
Jiouis, at the service of this eouimittci . 

Con nciltiuttt Boss wu surprised that the finance 
committee should oiler t< raise a man's salary 
without his asking for it. He thought the city 
engineer wus paid a-, goncrou-ly a- any other city 
official, aud he did not think he would leave if lie 
did uni receive the increase. 

Councilman Chadwick Imped the increase would 
be granted. Thu city engineer c add no* he re- 
plac'd for less thun $4,500, a»*d the increase w-»s 
granted unanimously by the committee, 1 lie po*<- 
tio'.i required a competent mull, and the dutic • had 
been largely iucica-ed.

summoned to meet the committee at 7 in the morn- 
ing, and he more than earned even the increased 

salary. 

The increase was finally voted. The other Items 
in the city engineer’s department were voted with- 
out dobat’e, the whole appropriation amounting to 
$7,000, $s:-0 more than last y ear. 

The t ity Hull expenses, $2,000, an increase of 
$400, was voted with debate. 

The first portion of the fire department esti- 
mates, comprising salaries of chief, a*-dMnnt,engin- 
ccrs, drivers, and stokers, amounting to $P,H50, 
nn increase of $000, were adopted ns a whole. 
The second | mi te n «Vits ndopted a* re' . mtn .<k I 
by the finance committee, with the exception that 
$500 was added to the Incidental appropriation, 
for the purchase of a bell for Ward 0 hose house, 
Lower Falls, which made the total appropriation 
$25, 500, ail ilie. i ii«c of $500. 

The salaries of city officers were then tnken up. 
Councilman ltcdpntii moved that the mayor’s 
salary he inerensed to $2,000. The salary now 
was u mere trifle, and hardly paid the ear fares 
and other expen-es incident to the office. Even 
nt $2,000 the salary would he inadequate to t he 
duties, which took about nil the mayor’s time, 
lie explained thnt he did not make the motion in 
the interests of any one. 

Councilman Edmunds said that the mayor was 
the head of all the departments, and if his salary 
was inerensed nt all, it should he increased to a 
sum in proportion to the duties and responsibili- 
ties of the office. It was not intended to pay him 
for his time, only to furnish him a little pin money 
for actual expenses. 

Councilman Boss said he hated to surprise the 
mayor by raising his salary, and the proposition 
was voted down. 

The increase of the salary of the City Treasurer 
from $2,700 to $4,000 then came up, and Council- 
man Edmunds moved that it be made the same as 
last year. Councilman Fisko snid that the position 
was ’one of great responsibility; many hundred 
thousand dollars passed through his hands, and 
the salary ought to he increased. Councilman 
Johnson snid that $4,000 was little enough salary, 
compared with the heavy bonds the treasurer had 
to give, ami the amount jof money he handled. 
It was good policy to pay a good salary to a good 
man. The increase was then voted. 

J’lio assistant treasurer was tlten voted an in- 
crease of $400, making his salary fifteen hundred 
dollars. 

Councilman Johnson moved that the salary of 
the City Auditor be increased two hundred dol- 
lars. to include clerical assistance. If the duties 
of the treasurer had increased, so had tl»e duties 
of the auditor, and if tiic city clerk was voted 
five hundred and twenty dollars for clerical assist- 
ance, the city auditor should certainly he voted an 
addition. The weekly payment system made the 
work harder in the auditor's office of the city 
treasurer. 

President French called Councilman Fisko 
to the chuir, and said that the question of increase 
had bccu considered in the finance committee, aud 
been voted down, lie did not like the system of 
bookkeeping in the auditor’s office, and criticized 
some of the details. 

Councilman Atherton said that in justice to the 
auditor lie could testify that the records of the 
committees of which the uuditor was clerk, were 
carefully written up, as he had had occasion to 
examine them that afternoon. 

Councilmau Kennedy said that if the system of 
bookkeeping in the otlicc was not satisfactory to 
the finance committee, why did it not have another 
instituted. The auditor "would lie glad to follow 
the directions of the committee. It had instituted 
another system of bookkeeping in the treasurer’s 
otlice, and why did it not do the same in the 
auditor’s office, if it was not satisfied. The auditor’s 
work had been very largely increased, aud he 
should be treated fairly. There was no question 
but that he should have clerical assistance, tbe 
same as the city clerk, at certain seasons of the 
year. The two" hundred dollars would not pay for 
an assistant nil the time. 

Councilman Bcdpath said that as n member of 
the committee on accounts, be could testify to the 
great increase in the auditor’s work, and he 
thought the increase should he voted. 

Councilman Hollis thought it would he better to 
wait till the occasion demanded an assistant, aud 
then the money could he voted, and this opinion 
finally prevailed, and the increase was voted down. 

The salary of the city solicitor was increased 
from $1,000 to $1,250, after some debate Jin which 
Councilman Johnson and Kennedy stated thin the 
present incumbent tally earned his salary, und 
transacted his duties without outside counsel. 
The latter instanced ihe Beiger case, which was 
argued lust Friday before the full bench, and 
which the City Solicitor had so far conducted suc- 
cessfully. 

The appropriation lor the assistant assessors 
was raised from four hundred and twenty-five dol- 
lars to eight hundred dollars, and the remaining 
salaries were not altered. The total for salaries is 
seventeen thousaud two hundred ami ninety-live 
dollars, compared with fourteen thousand four 
hundred dollars last year. 

The highway department appropriation then 
came up, aud the allowance for general repairs 
was increased from sixty five thousand dolluis to sev- 
enty thousand dollars, liud that for widening, recon- 
structing und improvements to twenty two thous- 
aud dollars from fifteen thousaud dollars, making 
it the same a* last year. The total for the depart- 
ments is ouc hundred aud twenty seven thousand, 
live ini ndred dollars, uii increase of about live 
hundred dollars over last year. 

The next appropriation ’ that caused debate uus 
that for Parks and Squares, ami on motion of Mr. 
Kennedy five hundred dollars was added to allow 
of concreting the walk around Fallow Park. mak- 
ing the total appropriation three thousand dollars, 
an increase of 500 over last year. The ap- 
propriation includes 500 dollars for sel- 
ling out trees between the villages. In the police de- 
partment appropriation, I he total appropriation was 
twenty three thousand, three hundred and 
fifty dollars, un increase of nearly two thousand 
dollars. The salary of two sergcuuts was put down 
at or.c thousand ami ninety five dollars each, lait 
Mayor Kiuihall happened in aud explained that it 
was proposed to have one captain at 12,000 dollars, 
instead of two sergeants, and to take 
the additional out of the appropriation for tempor- 
ary service, so ihut the totul would not lie dis- 
turbed The estimates includes two additional 
patrolmen at 750 dollars each. 

The appropriation for schools is increased 4,500 
dollars, in the incidental department, the total be- 
ing 114,300 dollars. 

The appropriation for water maintenance was 
made 14,000 dollars, an increase of 1,000 dollars; 
the street light department appropriation 250 dol- 
lars ; und 5,500 dollars put down for watering the 
streets, the sum being taken this year hum the 
miscellaneous department ; 1,000 dollars was voted 
for the fcupport ol the Collage Hospital. 

The total appropriations as im.de by tl*- Council 
footed up 5H0,5«0 dollars, as against 505,52) dollars 
recommended by the finance committee, and 
5S4, 330 dollar-, recommended by the several comm- 
ittee, und 51S,h87 dollars voted Iasi year.

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING VOTING BY 
WOMEN. 

Every woman who is a citizen of tills Commou- 
wealtli, of twenty-one yearn of age and upwards

meats to tho constitution,) who has resided withlu 
tiie .state one year, and within the city or touli in 
whicli she claims a right to vote, six months next 
preceding any election of school committee*, and 
wlm lias paid by herself, her parent, guardian or 
trustee, a state, county, city or town tax assessed 
upon her or her trustee in tlds state within two 
years next preceding sueli election, shall have a 
right to vote in all such election* for members of 
j school committees. 

Any woman, who is a citizen of this Ooiinnon- 
: wealth, may, on or brfyre the fifteenth day of Sep- 
tember in any year, give notice in writing, uccom- 
, panied by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors of 
i acity or town, that she wn* mi the first day of May

i <l(,sll t ’' »" pay a poll tax, nnd to furnish under oath 
a true list of he estate, both real and personal, not

for her o*tate. and tho assessors shall, on or before 
the twentieth day of September, reiurn her name 
to the registrars ot voters or hoard ciuirgeil with

' taxes so assessed shall he entered in the tax list of 
tho collector of the city or town, and lie shall col- 
j lect. any pny over the same in the manner specified 
1 in Ills warrant.

THE CITIZEN’S CONVENTION. 


MAYOR KIMBALL RENOMINATED 
MUCH ENTHUSIASM. 


The Citizen’s Convention met at tlio City 
Ilnll Saturday evening, and the attendance 
flllod nearly every seat in the hall. All 
parties were represented, Republicans, In 
dependents and Democrats, and, ns one of 
the speakers said, it was one of the most 
democratic gatherings ever held in Newton 
Citizens met, not a» partisans, hut to show 
their approval of the excellent administra- 
tion of Mayor Kimhnll,and to express their 
belief that the host interests of the city de- 
manded his rcnominatioii. 

The convention was called to order by 
Mr. E. O. Childs, chairman of the citizen’i 
committee, who made a brief speech 
which lie said that the convention had met 
not as Democrats, or as Republicans. but as 
citizens, believing it was right to throw 
aside all distinctions of party in nominat- 
ing city offleors. “There is no doubt but 
that the ticket you nominate will be elected 
The strict pnrty Republicans grant you 
the light to pay taxes in Newton, and con- 
tribute to the prosperity of the city, and 
you may exercise the right to veto in nomi- 
nating city officers, provided you are will 
\ ing to take part in a strict party caucus,and 
vote for the delegates to a city convention. 
You can have no voice in selecting the 
strict Republican candidate, but in this 
convention you may vote for the candidate 
whom you prefer, and so have the right 
which every citizen should have. The Re- 
publicans will soon learn the lesson that 
strict party caucuses should never be called 
in Newton; they had one illustration of it 
last year, and they will have another this 
year!” After expressing bis pleasure in 
seeing so many present, who believed in 
non-partisan politics in city affairs, Mr 
Childs read the call for the convention, and 
called for nominations for a permanent 
chairman. 

Major William F. Lawrence was chosen, 
and in taking the chair, said that we have 
met here not as partisans, but as citizens, 
who believe that city officers should be 
men of ability and honesty, and who had 
the courage of their convictions. The his- 
tory of the past three years had demonstrat- 
ed the success of the citizen’s movement. 
The credit of the city was unexcelled, its 
affairs had been wisely and economically 
administered, and the taxes had been re- 
duced. It was a safe principle to let well 
enough alone, and the tieket to be nomin- 
ated would be certain of success. For the 
fourth time the citizens of Newton would 
rebuke partisan nominations for municipal 
offices. Major Lawrence’s brief speech 
was received with cheers. 

Mr. Chas. W. Shephard was elected 
secretary, when the meeting was ready for 
business. 

Mr. Win. E. Plummer of Ward 4 said that 
he had been a voter in Newton for 7 and 20 
years, a Democrat in national matters, but 
in municipal affairs lie belioved in choosing 
candidates without regard to party. The 
city was really like a corporation, and it 
should have at its hand a man of ability, of 
honesty, of capacity, and one who would 
see that for every dollar expended, a dol- 
lar’s worth was received. The 
greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber should be the principle acted upon 
in choosing municipal officers, and where 
will bn found a man so capable, so affable, 
so come-at-able, as .1. Wesley Kimball. 
(Great applause.) Ho is never too busy to 
attend to the wants of every caller, whether 
high or low, rich or poor. In this respect 
ho is as good a Democrat as there is Jin the 
nation. lie has been faithful in all the 
positions to which he has Iteen elevated: 
he has a wide experience in city affairs, and 
lie is the most valuable mayor the city 
could have. 1 move that this gentleman 
who has served the city so well and faith- 
full v be renominated. (Long continued 
applause.) 

Mr. E. A. Paddock of Ward .3 seconded 
tho motion, and said he had known Mr. 
Kimball intimately, and ho endorsed all 
that Mr. Plummer had so well stated, lie 
amended by moving that Mr. Kimball bo 
renominated by acclamation. 

Mr. Plummer accepted tho amendment. 
Mr. Thomas Drew of Ward .3 said that 
before the motion was put, he wished to 
say a few words. He did not ask that the 
nomination be made by acclamation, as a 
Democrat, but as a citizen. He did not be- 
lieve in carrying partizanship into city af- 
fairs. What matter in a city like Newton, 
whether the mayor belioved in free trade 
or protection? Tho chief thing was to 
know that ho was fully dovotod to the in- 
terests of tho city of Newton, and that 
if elected he would administer the city af- 
fairs to the best of his judgment, ami see 
that the appropriations were honestly ex- 
pended. It was a shame and a disgrace to 
insist that a city must have a Republican 
mayor, because it has a Republican 
majority, or a Democrat, because of a Dem- 
ocratic majority. When a resident of 
Worcester, although an ardent free soiler, 
be had voted for one of the most obnox- 
ious Democrats in tho city, because he be- 
lieved he had the business ability required. 

It was an augury of better times, when the 
citizens of Newton mot together, and did 
not ask of a candidate what party he be- 
longed to, but is ho holiest and capable. 

We have tried the man, and found that he 
is the right man, in the right place. (Ap- 
plause.) Wo dont want a partisan mayor, 
out wo want a truo and faithful executive 
officer, and wo want .1. Wesley Kimball. 
(Great applause.) 

Major Lawrence then put the motion, 
and Mayor Kimball was renominated with 
a shout that shook the building, no dissent- 
ing voice being heard. 

Mr. Henry F. Ross then moved that a 
committee of throe from each ward bo ap- 
pointed to select candidates for the board 
of aldermen and the school committee, and 
for councilmen. 

Mr. E. O. Childs amended that the com- 
mittee be increased to 5 from each waid, 
and they report candidates for aldermen 
and for the school committee, to be nomi- 
nated by the convention, and also report 
the names of candidates for councilman, as 
tho convention had no right to dictate to 
the wards in regard to whom they should 
have to represent them in the council. 

This caused considerable discussion. 

Mr. Paddock moved to nominate candi- 
dates for aldermen and the school board 
from the Hour, and leave the councilmen 
till afterwards. Mr. Childs said that the 
convention would have the right to reject 
any of the names reported by the commit- 
tee. Mr. W. 11. Mague thought that every 
man present should be a member of the 
committee, and that the nomination should 
be made in the hall. 

Mr. Jesse C. Ivy said there was one 
thing to be considered, the convention

miiRt end Romotime, and if nominations 
were mado from tho floor, it would take all 
night. The committee would be simply 
the agents of tho convention, and the con- 
vention would have a chance to vote on 
tho nominations they reported. It was the 
most expeditious way of doing tho busi- 
ncRs and also the most judicious. It is 
presumable, at least, that tho committees 
would nominate tho men best fitted for tho 
positions to bo filled, and the whole thing 
would be in tho power of the convention, 
as it would have an opportunity to approve 
what the committee should do. 

Mr. II. F. Ross objected, as ho wanted 
no slate-making, but the whole thing done 
openly. 

After more discussion, the motion that a 
committee of five from each ward be ap- 
pointed prevailed, anil the Chairman ap- 
pointed the following:

Councilman Redpath of Ward 2 moved 
that a committee of three be appointed to 
wait upon Mayor Kimball, and ask his 
presence at the convention. The motion 
passed and the chairman appointed Coun- 
cilman Redpath, Dr. Crockett and C. p. 
Harkins, as that committee. Dr. Crockett 
created some laughter by saying that iio 
really could not act, as he was a delegate 
to the other convention. E. E. Bourdon 
was appointed in his place. 

The convention then took a recess of 
about an hour, to await tho report of the 
committee. 

MAYOR KIMBALL ARRIVES. 

When tho convention re-assembled, 
Mayor Kimball entered the hall, and was 
received with three cheers and a tiger, as 
ho made his way to the platform. When 
tho applause had subsided, Major Law- 
rence arose, and addressing tho Mayor, 
said it was his duty as well as his pleasure 
to inform him that the convention had 
nominated him without discussion for the 
losition of Mayor of Newton, (cheers) “We 
lave watched you for three years and have 
marked with approval your courso in giv- 
ing us a non-partisan administration, of 
marked excellence in every respect; you 
have reduced the taxes, besides giving 
us a good government of unsurpassed eftb 
eicncy.” Turning to the convention he 
said, “I now present to you our next 
Mayor, J. Wesley Kimball.” 

The convention then lost all order, and 
the applause and clieeiing was deafening. 
Hats wore waved, and men shouted them- 
selves hoarse. Such a reception would 
have gratified any man, and Mayor Kimball 
evidently appreciated the ‘enthusiasm 
which greeted him. lie extended his 
most hearty thanks to the convention for 
the reception given him. and also for the 
renomination, which had a peculiar value 
as coming from such a large assemblage of 
the best citizens of Newton. Ho apprecia- 
ted the non-nartisan character of the con- 
vention and their purpose to select sncli 
candidates as would hold the interests of 
the city paramount to any other considera- 
tions. Ho appreciated most of all the 
unanimity with which he had been nomi- 
nated, especially as he had not sought the 
renomination, and had made no effort to 
obtain it. Jt had been his purpose to per- 
form his duties in such a manner as would 
be satisfactory to tho citizens, to see that 
tho city’s money was prudently expanded, 
and that for every dollar paid out, a dol- 
lar’s worth should he obtained; and if the 
voters ratified his nomination, he would 
perform his duties as much better as be 
could. His experience of the past three 
years would lie useful to him in tho per- 
formance of his duties, and he should not 
only look after the interests of the citizens 
but forward in every possible way tbe 
progress and prosperity of our beloved city 
of Newton. He closed by thanking tho 
convention for their kindness and atten- 
tion and tho applause broke out afresh. 

When quiet had been restored the com- 
mit tee made their report, and tho follow- 
ing gentlemen were nominated: For the 
board of aldermen, J. E. Hollis of Ward 1 
. R. Mitchell of Ward 2, J. II. Nickerson 
of Ward 3, Goo. M. Fisko of Ward 4, Geo. 
Pettee of Ward 5; no candidates were ix>- 
ported from Wards (I and 7. For school 
committee, W. <\ Frost and A. R. Putney 
of Ward 5, C. (’. Barton and W. D. Phil- 
brick of Ward (J, and Rev. Dr. G. W. Shinn 
of Ward 7. The report was adopted, and 
tho gentlemen named nominated. 

For the council, these names were re- 
iiorted: Ward 1, W. F. Paul, T. J. Hartnett; 

2, W H. Chadwick, E. W. Redpath; 
Wards, William F. Lawrence, A. J. Fisko; 
ward 4, Frederic Johnson, Evenett E. 
Moody; Ward 5, E. M. Billings, K. G. Pond; 
no names were presented from Wards (1 
and 7. 

Mayor Lawrence positively declined to 
eejit, and said he pieferred to remain a 
ivato citizen. 

The statement that there was no appeal 
from the nominations presented for tho 
common council, caused considerable de- 
bate, Mr. II. F. Ross and Mr. Paddock re- 
monstrating. 

Air. Plummer said the committee had 
gone as far as it could in recommending 
names, and tho convention could not prop- 
erly nominate candidates for the common 
council, ns that was a ward matter; the 
wards could take such action as they 
pleased about tho candidates recommend- 
ed. 

Mr. K. O. Childs moved that a wait! ami 
city committee of ft bo appointed to ho at 
the polls and have charge of the election, 
and that all vacancies lie referred to the 
committee, with power to act. 

This gave rise to a long discussion and 
many amendments, and a number of heat- 
ed speoehes were made in advocacy of 
them. 

Amendment after amendment was voted 
down, apparently for the fun of tho thing, 
as the resolution finally adopted was the 
same as that embodied in several amend- 
ments, which was that the committees ho 
appointed by tho chair. Major Lawrence 
immediately appointed tho committees 
which had presented tho nomination and 
the convention adjourned at 11.110, after 
giving the committees power to till vacan- 
cies.

There was a noticeable difference be- 
tween the two city conventions which have 
been held to choose a candidate for mayor. 
One was free to all, large in numbers, en- 
thusiastic, harmonious, and confident in 
the justice of their cause. The other was 
composed of only 35 men, the candidate 
was not endorsed by a single speaker, and 
the customary motion to make tl.c nomi- 
nation unanimous was omitted for obvious 
reasons. Mr. Powers can well complain of 
tho conduct of the delegates from his own 
ward, for some one of them might have had 
tho courtesy to say at least a few words in 
endorsement of him. This action was in 
strong contrast to the hearty endorsement 
Mayor Kimball received in the Citizens’ 
convention, from both Republicans and 
Democrats. 

The Republican convention made another 
mistako, and that was in flourishing the • 
party whip so ostentatiously, as it brought 
out the fact that fully one third of the dele- 
gates would not support Mr. Powers, and 
woro sent by their respective caucuses 
with that understanding. It is an outra- 
geous doctrine, whether old-fashioned or 
not, that a man who participates in a con- 
vention surrenders his right to vote con- 
scientiously and honestly, for what he be- 
lieves to be the best interests of his city, 
his state or the nation, anil is bound to vote 
for the nominee, however the nomination 
is obtained, or what may be his character. 
No man with any self-respect would submit 
to such a curtailment of his rights, and no 
party can afford to make such a claim. 
Party first and country last is a most perni- 
cious doctrine, and leads to all sorts of po- 
litical corruption. 

The Republican convention made another 
mistake, and that was in not deferring to 
the wishes of Ward Two, in the matter of 
an alderman. It is the second time this 
year that a Ward Two caucus has been 
unanimous in the presentation of a candi- 
date, only to have a convention refuse to 
listen to its wishes. Other wards are not 
treated in this discourteous manner, ami it 
is not surprising that when election day 
comes the voters of Ward Two rebel. Mr. 
Grant has made an admirable alderman, 
but he is too good a man to be used simply 
as a club to punish the voters of Ward Two. 
The introduction of his name was a mere 
pretext, as the speeches made proved, and 
if the live delegates from that ward had 
been willing to promise to vote for Mr. 
Powers, Mr. Mitchell would have been nom- 
inated. Five votes are evidently worth a 
high price, in the eyes of the men who 
represented Wards One, Six and Seven. 

As for tho right of a ward to nominate its 
candidate for alderman, Messrs. Ellison and 
Cobb are on record, and they can perhaps 
recall their indignation a few years ago, 
when a convention refused to nominate 
their caucus candidate. Their feelings then 
ought to give them a sort of fellow feeling 
for the voters of Ward Two. 

Judging simply from the proceedings of 
tho two conventions, and the had blood 
engendered iii the Republican one, the Citi- 
zens’ candidate will be triumphantly elect- 
ed, as he ought to he. It is a great mistake 
to carry partisanship to extreme lengths in 
city affairs, and the tendency is growing, 
both in Newton and everywhere else, to 
vote for the best men irrespective of party. 
•Mayor Kind all's experience, his conserva- 
tism, his honesty, ami his devotion to the 
city, ought to call to his support every 
voter who has the best interests of the citv 
at heart. The friends of the other candi- 
date will work hard, hut they are heavily 
handicapped at the start, and tiie citizens 
will he able to gain an easy victory if they 
_put forth the necessary efforts. 

Tiie SfhinOFIELD KkpuijUcan says of 
the mayoralty question in Springfield what 
will apply equally well in Newton: “The 
mayoralty is too important a place to be 
passed around to light tho political cigar of j 
one man after another and then tossed in the j 
gutter. It ought to be occupied and admin- ! 
islered by a loadiug man with no ulterior | 
ends to serve. Rut it i* poor policy to swap 
horses, unless some improvement can be 
affected by it. Tho voters must look at 
til’s matter with a more serious eye, single 
to tho welfare of the city.” The citizen’s 
oonvention took this ground when it re- 
nominated Mayor Ciuiball.

REDUCED FARES. 


MAYOR K I Mil ALL SECURES REDUCED RATES 
1 BETWEEN NEWTON STATIONS. 


The following correspondence is self ex- 
planatory, but it shows wliat persistent 
work can do. Mayor Kimball has written 
numerous letters and had a dozen or more 
interviews with the Boston «fc Albany offic- 
ials, in regard to reducing the rates of faro 
over tho Circuit road, for the benefit of 
scholars attending the High School, and 
citizens desiring to visit City Hall, and all 
who have occasion to patronize the Circuit 
road, in going from one part of Newton to 
another. Ho was finally rewarded on Wed- 
nesday, when he called upon President 
Bliss in regard to the matter. Mr. Bliss 
promised to attend to it at some future 
time, but Mayor Kimball told him that 
there was no time like the present, and 
finally succeeded in obtaining an answer to 
a letter written by him Oct. 26, fixing the 
rate for 100 ride tickets at a large reduc- 
tion from single fares. The correspon- 
dence is as follows:

fcwMfflemon, — 1 desire again to call your attention 
to the public necessity of a reduction of fares now 
prevailing on the line of the Circuit R. It. 

If you will permit a suggestion in the matter, I 
would say that 100 ride tickets should he furnished 
at about hull the single ticket rale. 

For instance, the fare from Chestnut Ilill to 
Newton is 23c. ; by 100 rifles it should not exceed 
12c., and betweeu stations at the same rates, ex- 
cept where le. rates exist.

Great Men— Michael Davitt. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic: 

Great men aro not tho mere accidents of 
their time, hut rather the instruments 
which God has made to nchievo noble ends 
in tho interests of humanity. Tho average 
man with a negative or defective character, 
allows or hastens tho demoralization of so- 
ciety, introduces or submits to unhealthy 
laws and customs in government, and be- 
comes a propagandist or a follower of false 
theories in the still more sacred cause of 
religion. It is when the mission and influ- 
ences of such men imperil the safety of 
society, that great men, like beacon lights, 
present themselves to guide the people, and 
point out tho iniquitous system which 
threatens their destruction. Slavery in 
America had become a recognized institu- 
tion, covered and upheld by the sanction of 
law, until a few good and great men ap- 
peared on the scene to attack the monster 
evil, and protest against a wrong to human- 
ity and to God. Phillips, Garrison and 
Sumner would accept no compromise, 
while a single fetter bound the hands or 
the title of a slave, or interfered with that 
birthright of freedom which should he 
sacred to every human being. 

The people of Ireland have for centuries 
been protesting against the tyranny of the 
British government, and tho iniquitous 
system of alien landlordism, and from 
time to time some great men have come to 
the front as ad ocates of the people’s 
rights. 

Thus Grattan and O’Connell labored in 
their day to sow the seeds of liberty, and 
teach tho people that right was a principle 
too sacred to ho invaded by might. So it 
is today with the subject of our sketch, Mi- 
chael Davitt. lie is tho great man. who, a few 
years ago, when the people of Ireland were 
goaded with oppressive laws and extortion- 
ate rents, was the lirst to raise his voice 
against the system which authorized them, 
and formulate through tho medium of the 
Land League, which he founded, a senti- 
ment in favor of self government for 
Ireland, that made itself so generally 
manifest not only in Ireland, but through- 
out Great Brittain at the last general elec- 
tion. His genius and patriotism are nut 
tiie only elements which mark his true 
greatness, for besides these qualities, his 
wonderful industry as a student of impor- 
tant economic and national questions, has 
given to him a world wide reputation as 
one of the most logical thinkers and writ- 
ers of the day. It is his reputation in 
this respect, together with that admiration 
in which ho is held as an uncompromising 
patriot, that has given such a wide popu- 
larity to the letter he has written for the 
press, and has caused thinking men of 
every nationality to listen with interest to 
his speeches. Few men in public life in 
the world to-day have had the privilege of 
speaking to such large audiences as greet- 
ed him in England and Ireland, and we be- 
lieve a like testimony of admiration will 
he shown him during his travels in this 
country. F. 


Unveiling the Bartholdi Statue. 

The following account of the unveiling 
of the Bartholdi Statue is from a private 
letter from a former Newton lady, and it 
contains so much of general interest that 
permission for its publication has been 
given: 

“It was a wonderful event, despite the 
wretched weather; it was worth tne jour- 
ney just to sec the people. Stores, houses, 
stoops and sidewalks everywhere were 
packed. Tho procession was lirst late, 
then long. There seemed no end to t lie 
military, marine, liremcn and police, 
the last, from ^Philadelphia, were a grand 
crowd — a corps of giants, all marching in 
perfect time. They made the New York 
and Brooklyn “cops’' look like pigmies, 
and everybody applauded. The line of lire- 
meu seemed interminable and contained the 
most novel features. One old engine of 1H1 1 
and another of 1 7D0 looked very old. One 
of the wagons carried in front a lady 
dressed in national regalia, to represent 
Columbia, and in the rear an Indian lTin- 
coss clad in aboriginal attire. Another 
wagon boro a perfect, life-sized image of 
the goddess, made of colored immortelles; 
a flower figure of a 11 re man in full rig was 
also a striking feature, as he seemed to lie 
dashing over the ladder. There was a 
great display of artillery, and the mounted 
officers looked finely. 

Tho Frenchmen wore numerous, and 
tried to seem very jubilant in the drizzling 
rain. We stood nearly three hours on the 
curb and saw about half of the pageant. 
Tlie New York hero of fires, old Harry | 
Howard, came limning along, half para- | 
lyzud, and was loudly cheered. At length 
wo went down to the wharf and started off 
on the Grand Republic about 2 p. m.. The 
sight down tho harbor was wonderful; 
boats of all kinds, shapes and sizes were 
perfectly alive with people. We stopped 
opposite the Goddess ami saw the bun- 
die. is of vessels going every way, and 
watched the scores of sailors in the iiicn- 
of-war as they ran up the rigging and 
stood on the yards. We watched the 
flashes from the port-holes and then nerved 
ourselves for the tremendous booming 
which followed. 1 thought 1 had heard 
noise before, but 1 never knew any tiling 
what it meant until I heard this crashing 
and hanging of cannon on all sides of 
us. The Goddess would disappear in the 
smoke, and then come sailing out of the 
clouds again so distinctly and clear that 
she seemed to typify the spirit of liberty 
coming in dignity and triumph out of tho 
very din ami smoke of battle. 

The ceremonies all went crooked, they 
say. They fired a salute when tho Presi- 
dent began to speak and another volley 
when Dr. Storrs began to pray. M. 
Bartholdi took down tho veil at the wrong 
time, and in his general delight and enthu- 
siasm, turned ami kissed a man standing 
near. Of course, wo could have no definite 
knowledge of anything hut noise and con- 
fusion. 1 survived all day on a ham sand- 


wich, which cost a desperate struggle to 
secure. 

Wc reached home at night tired, hungry, 
wot enough, and v.illing lo he excused 
from the fire-works which were to come off 
when the elements would permit. Alto- 
gether it was racket and slam hang enough 
to last a good while.”
